move oir to the north, south, east and we.-it; and my 
verdict upon tho whole aiTair la that a greater fail­ 
ure, us a political meeting or demoaslration, never 
tuck place lu Knglaiid, at any rale uotio iny o.xpc- 
rie.ice, wlih h oxleuds over rather more than a quar­ 
ter of a century 
Iho point ot readoavous for those who wore to 
take part In the procession wns Trafalgar squuro. 
Here, about one o’clock, tho “demonstrutors" began 
to assemble. Every "lodge” or district was headed 
by a banner, on each of which tbero was an losonp- 
ilon, suitable or otherwise. On one of thesu banners 
were the words •• Justice to Ireland," on anotlier 
" Release of the Captives," on a third •• Rebellion 
Agiiust Despots is a Duty to Ood," and so fortb. 
(iiic—nay, two—of the standards seemed to have 
coino to eariy grief. They were green, with luscrlp- 
rioDs iu large gold loiters. On these had, I prusumo, 
oriRlnally been, on ilioono flag. "ro.r. P om lt Vox 
Vet;" but cither Uio wind bod UltreateJ the bindl- 
woik of the patriots, or else a waut of funds had 
pruveiited tho makers from oompietliig the order. 
As 11 was ilio words, from want of ccrtatu letters, 
stood thus:—"OX i ’ofi ox.'> Tho other Injured ban­ 
ner was ul.so green, and the lurcnptlou was also in 
large golden letters. I noticed It In the commenoo-

Of oonrse such an 
opinion lina not been forra.Hl from any infor- 
ion olitained from Genera! Grant or from 
the Slate Department, and no d.iubt has been 
mifactured either by lh« American agents 
of the Puani.sh government or by tho nows- 
paner.s Iheinselvcs under .Spanish influenco. 
We cannot expect the President will reveal at 
present precisely what he inlonds to say or 
recomincnJ to Congress about Cuba, and per­ 
haps he has not yot made up his mind ftiHy on 
tho subject. In the month between the present 
time a.id the as.sonibling of Congress cvcnla 
may occur to modify existing ¡mpresstons. 
As he will act in accordance with public senti­ 
ment, probably ho may deem it important to 
ascertain what the views of the representatives 
of t:;e people are before he decides upon tho 
course he will take in his inc.isage on the 
Cnhan question. 
Cut we are not left in the dark entirely as to 
Gern*ral G rant’s views and sympathies relative 
to Cuba, and, therefore, cm form a bolter 
opinion of what policy he may develop in his 
message than that oiTcrcd by the Bohemian 
press or Spanish agents. 
Tho views of the 
President wmre given at diiTorent times during 
the last summer and fail through the corres­ 
pond ucnoftho II ekai.d, and, indeed, so were 
those of the Secretary of Slate. 
Wo know, 
then, that General Grant warmly and heartily 
favored Crban independence, and that Mr. 
i'i^h crpresspd himself in a sim ilar manner on 
this Bu’ojcct. 
We know that he cordially sim- 
pathiz.' l with the Cubans in Ihcir struggle for 
liberty, and looked forw.ard to the 
time 
when the Unit'id States 
could 
recognize 
them. 
Even 
the excesiively conservative 
Secretary 
of 
State 
admitted, 
months 
ago, 
that 
recognition 
and 
Cuban 
inde­ 
pendence were 
only a que.stion of 
time. 
Tho action of Iho government, too, through 
our Mlui^t'T at Madrid, in propo.sing to nego­ 
tiate with Spain for the iudepcndonce of Cuba, 
shows that as far back as last spring the adniln- 
istratlon was earnestly at work to bring about 
the freedom of Cuba. 
To snppo.se that the 
I’residcat wonM now, after the Cubans have 
heroically maint.dned the slrnggle, and that 
with iK'tler pro.spccta of success, abandon the 
obj ‘ct he had i.i view and tho C.iban cause, is 
n.ireasonablo, and would imply a degree of 
imbecility and vacillation on the part of th 
administration Vhicli is not consistent with 
ihe character of General Grant and which tho 
.Vineric.in people cannot believe. Thronghont 
his history and public career General G rant 
has shown that be entertains broad national 
views on all questions 
pertaining to the 
progress and perjietnation of republican free­ 
dom on .\m erican soil and to progress and 
gr.andour of his own country. 
Thi.s was seen 
in his bold proposition to march an army across 
tho R i) Grande and drive the foreign imperial 
intru l'Ts from onr sister republic of Mexico. 
In fact, ho lin.s shown the same broadly national 
B 'ntim mt and fcarleasnei:! on every occasion 
when ri'publican iastitution.s on American soil 
and the progress and g ranlcur of onr couutry 
were in question. 
How, then, can wo believe that tho Presi­ 
dent will ignore Cuba in bis message to Con­ 
gress, or that be will abandon tbe cause of 
the C J b a n a , after all that ho has said and tbe 
elTort bo b is made to secnro their Indepen­ 
dence? 
To be silent about Cuba when the 
pnli.ic mind is full of tho subjoct and in ex­ 
pectation of n dednite policy being declared 
would be acting like tho foolish and timid 
ostrich, which hides its head under tbe sand 
without con iiJnrlng that Its whole body is ex­ 
posed to view. 
Tbe Cuban question Is too 
))rominent and too poimlnr a one to be ignored, 
and wc do not think there u .Spanish iniincnco 
enongli at Washington to blind tlic President 
to fliirt fact. 
At all events, it is certain 
neither the people nor their representatives in 
Congress will ignore it. 
As to tho sympathy 
of the American people with the Cubans there 
can bo no doubt. 
It cxLsls in every section 
and among all classes, except, perhaps, with 
Mr. .Sunmor, who thinks of nothing but his 
speech on the Alabama claims, and v/ho would 
sacrifice the liberties of any jieoplo for the 
fancied glory connected with that, or with the 
exception, possibly, of a few copperhead poli­ 
ticians and weak old fogies, who would f nee 
in the Unlt<;d .Slates to prevent any further 
rxp;insion or progress. 
But the question of 
Cuba is not one of sympathy only, dctpo'te 
and cruel at the .Spanish government of the 
islau l is, and much as Ihe American people 
may de.áro to see the Cubaiu free, but impor­ 
tant American Interests, princiiiles and progress 
are involved. 
Cuba is the ilchost isUad in 


this hemiiphere, and, perhaps, on the globe. 
If free or aimoxod to the United Stales the 
trade with 
it would 
bo exceedingly val­ 
uable—that 
is, 
if 
our 
government 
be 
wise 
enough 
to 
prevent 
the 
island 
liecoming 
a 
second 
.St. 
Domingo. 
If 
the aolion of Hie United States should avert 
tho fate of de.struction and desolation wliich 
now threatens Cuba, and tho Cubans acquire 
tlioir ludeiicndence, the trade would become 
in a short time incalenlably valuable. 
Look­ 
ing at t' e m atter, too, in a political point of 
view, tlio prcaent is the most opportune time 
for the acquisition of Cuba, for settling a qnea- 
tion which Las long occupied the public mind, 
for extending and strengthening republican 
in.stitntions on this side the \tlau lic, for fnl- 
filling our national destiny in the absorjition 
of contiguous American territory, 
for- prac­ 
tically carrying out the Monroe doctrine, and 
for Increasing tho grau lenr, power and com- 
ni 'roe of tho republic. 
With such objects in 
view and such motives for action there is not 
a groat nation in tho world that would not 
have made tho independence of Cuba a fact 
long bnfore this. 
England, France, Russia, 
I’ruosia, .'Vustria and even Spain liorsclf would 
have studied only their own interests, progress 
and ng,;ranaizeinont in suoli a case. 
IVe need 
not cite examples in history—in what is occur­ 
ring constantly with tho great nations of the 
world—to show tho policy all pursue. 
Every 
one i.s familiar with the facts. 
AVill our gov­ 
ernment and statesm en comiiroliend tho broad 
American policy that is required of them, the 
destiny of the republic, and tho nspirutions of 
tho people? 
That is the question. 
Cuba is 
pre-eminently a ca.so involving thoao great 
national consideration.s, and we must soon 
know whether tho governm ent can compre­ 
hend its opportunity and duty or not. 


Tlie Atiniitle nud G reat W estern Rnitroad 
mid the lirle iJold Cornerers. 


In view of the fact that the parties who 
owned tho Atl'antio and Groat W estern Rail­ 
road aud negotiated tho lease or sale of it to 
tho Erie Railroad Company can get nothing 
from that company, and that the interest on tho 
bonds of tho -Atlantic and G reat Western, which, 
by the term s of the contract, was to bo paid 
by tho Erie Railroad Company, rem ains unpaid, 
it would seem that the great gold cornerqrs 
liave been all along in a tight place. 
ElTorts 
have been made to put tho Erie in bankruptcy 
in con.scqueace of not paying up in accordance 
with tbe contivact, and it is said Mr. McHenry, 
who made tho lease or sale of tho Atlantic and 
G reat Western, has gone, or is about going, to 
England in disgust to confer with tho other 
parties interested as to what course they can 
pursue to squeeze something out of tbe Erie 
Company. 
Was the gold corner operation 
made as a desperate and last effort to save the 
two great Erie Moguls from ruin ? 
Had their 
affiiirs got into such a condition that their only 
liopo was in some such dosperalo expedient? 
They are hanging on now evidently by tho skin 
of their teeth. 
The anxious struggle they are 
making through the courts to stave off pay­ 
ments to others and to make otliors pay them 
indicates a critical situation. 
To all appoar- 
nnces tho onJ has not boon rea'ched yet, and 
we shall probably see a crash before long. 


A Hcasiblo lUcu. 
Notwithstanding the bushels of nonsense 
which women’s rights conventions and “ par- 
Uaiucnls" send out from time to lime, an 
occasional sensible Idea emanates from them. 
The latest was that cxpre.ssed by one of the 
ladi.->s at the Parliam ent meeting on Saturday, 
suggesting that young women should bo cdu- 
oatcd to some useful business, whereby they 
conld earn an independent living, instead of 
devoting their whole time to what are called 
domestic duties and accomplishments. 
This 
would be tlie true remedy for tbe wrongs of 
woman, and, if adopted, wonld render urme- 
coss'ary 
the advocacy

male. 
There 
are 
plenty of respectable and rem unerative occu­ 
pations by which young ladles, and 
adult 
indios, too, can make a good livelihood; but 
the trouble Is that very few women have Qtted 
tlioiasclvos tp fill them by a proper course of 
education. 
The limit of woman's nscfulness 
in busincBB is not contlned to tho public school 
room or the sewing macliino ; and yot it is to 
those occupations that they mostly look for a 
livelihood. 
Both are laliorious and are poorly 
paid. 
The 
rocoramondation 
of tho lady 
ref.'rrod to points to a great many moro 
branches of employment where women could 
bo as useful and as well paid as men, if they 
would only give their attention in early life to 
learning some of those branches to proficiency. 


The K ing of Italy Dying.—The King of 
Italy remainiid in a very critical condition of 
health in Florenco yesterday morning. Having 
been di.ly informed that his life was in danger 
his Majesty sent for his confessor, was ab­ 
solved and received Ibo holy sacrament. 
In 
tlic afternoon he was tranquil and slightly im­ 
proved, but relapsed to a dying condition, as 
reported in onr cable telegram s, during the 
evening. 
Tho King, like his fatlior, Charles 
Alli(S-t, after the battle of Novara, is again 
strictly within the bosom of tho Church. 
Should he die, he enjoys, it is to be lioped, a 
much more bopeful chance of a happy eter­ 
nity, and, should he recover, his reconcilia­ 
tion with the Sovereign Pontiff 
and the 
Catholic world may have a very Important 
and direct bearing and influenco on tho de­ 
liberations and decisions of the Ecumenical 
Council in Rome,

of nil potables dispensed at bars m ysteriously 
hidden in tho rear of fruit stores. 
In holy 
Massachusetts almost anything is winked at if 
it bo done on the sly. 
But the beer, it seems, 
has been sold and swallowed openly ¡ and the 
pious prohibitionists, provoked at the fact that 
tho late election went adversely to tho prohi­ 
bition law, have spitefully wreaked their potty 
vengeance on lager bibbers and lager dealers, 
coming down on them, in Homeric phrase, 
“like night." 
The result may, however, jus­ 
tify President Grant’s theory that the best way 
to gel rid of a b.ad law is strictly to enforce it. 


Canadian U soiprooity. - Congress, acting 
on tho judgm ent of tho whole people, author­ 
ized the preparation of a now treaty for a 
reciprocal trade b'ctwoen tho United States 
and the Dominion of C;inada; and this treaty 
having been drawn up, Pennsylvania has 
taken tha alarm. 
Pennsylvania says it will 
never do.

New York, Ohio or any other State to have 
such a treaty, it does not please Pennsylvania, 
therefore wo must not have it.

She says that “ useful, 
compensated labor affords tho only means of 
iudependonce and of grow th" that will prove 
satisfactory. Suffrage and sentiment will make 
the women no tietter off than they are, but 
lionest work, well done, will achieve wonders.

The Jesuit Fathers dedi­ 
cated a magnificent new altar in tho church of 
St. Francis Xavier, In Sixteenth street, and 
Rev. Mr. Beecher stood forth in simple sacrifice 
in Plymouth church, Brooklyn.

IIoll" was duly photographed by a tongue 
tipped, it is to bo presumed, with tho Apostolic 
gift of “ fire” from on High, while the Scripture 
parable of the wheat, tho cockles and tares 
and their after treatm ent was duly analyzed 
and applied in tho sense of Catholic Interpreta­ 
tion in St. Patrick’s cathedral. 
Rev. Drs. 
Chocvor and Arraitago, Rev. Mr. Hepworlh, 
and, indeed, tho entire cohort of faithful sen­ 
tinels wore on tho “ tower,” active, watchful 
and alert, and as our m ilitary friends have it, 
“ in full possession of thoir orders."

We have tho secret at last of the seizure of 
the Cuban steamer Hornet at Wllmiugton. 
Tho story is from the Captain’s own Ups as 
told to onr Wasliington correspondent, and 
may, therefore, be relied upon. 
It demolishes 
tlio suspicions that the H ornet was tokon into 
Wilmington with any view to treachery, and 
shows that the reason wliy she did not got safely 
to sea was owing to tho religious scruples o í k 
plo'.is I’rosbylorian wliose conscience would 
not allow him to soil coal on Sunday. 
Captain 
Higgins states that upon reaching Montauk 
Folnt from Halifax his 
coal 
was nearly 
exhaust'd, only alx days’ stock being left, but 
having found means to commuulcato with tbe 
shore ho obtained a schooner load of ono 
hundred and sixty tons of a mlacrablo article, 
half of which was slate. 
It seems that tho 
parties who furnished it did not examine tho 
ipiality of tho article, but took it at a venture. 
Tho chief engineer reported that It would be 
impossible to pursue the voyago under tlicaa 
circumstances, whereupon Captain Higgins, 
expecting to meet a Spanish man-of-war, and 
knowing that be could neither fight nor make 
a good run away, hailed a pilot off Capo Fear, 
wlio took the ship into Wilmington, where, he 
said, tliere was plenty of coal to be had. 
And 
30 there w as; but as it happened to be Sun­ 
day morning when the officers sent to negotiate 
fer tho coal reached Wilmington, tho pious 
Presbyterian who owned it refused to soil or 
deliver until Monday. 
Meantime tho United 
.States authorities got wind of tho fact that tha 
suspicious Cuban privateer was lying at Sm ith- 
vlllo, thirty miles below tho city, and pro­ 
ceeding there at oncc. they selzfd her, as is 
known. 
The grief of the Hornet was that she did 
not run into some British port. 
She would 
have found no coal vendors there too pious to 
sell a few hundred tons on Sunday. The crust 
of Purifan conscience would have been broken 
’oy tho certainty of a good profit. 
So it may 
turn out after all that it is not so much to the 
delay of President G rant or tlio timidity of 
Secretary Fish the faiiure of the Cuban cause 
may bo a ttrib u te d -if it should fall for want of 
a naval vessel on the high seas—as to the 
unelastic conscience of an old, pious North 
Carolina Presbyterian coal dealer. 
Thus is 
the romance of the Hornet’s cruise reduced to 
a very prosy fact, from nil which we infer that 
“ pious Presbyterians” are sometimes in the 
way. 
Captain Higgins 
indignantly denies any 
intent of abandoning tho enterprise when he 
put in to W ilmington; for, ho says, “ I would 
Lave been made admiral of the Cuban navy, 
and ray officers wonld havo had many pickings 
in the way of prize money had they succeeded." 
The Commodore declares that he will try it 
again, provided he is furnished with a better 
steam er than the H ornet; for she is only “ fit 
for a blockade runner." 
We hope tho next 
limo the Commodore runs out of coal it will 
not bo on Sunday, or that ho will sail into 
Boston to buy his stock. And this is the story

administration, and consequently an unusual 
reticeuce with the Washiagton. newspaper cor- 
respondents, oa the policy of the government 
with regard to Cuba. This leaves room for a 
goocl deal of speculation. 
Consenuently that 


portioti of the press which evidently is under 
Spanish influence pretends to believe the 
President will ignore Cuba in his message to 
Congress next month. Of course such an 
opinion has not been formed from any infor- 
mation obtained from General Grant or from 
the State Department, and no doubt has been 
manufactured either by the American agents 
of the Spanish government or by the news- 
papers ih'-m?eives under Spanish influence. 
We cannot expect ihe President will reveal at 
preseaf prodsely what he intends to say or 
recommend to' Congress about Cuba, and per- 
haps he has not yet made up his mind fully on 
ths subject. In the month between the present 
time and the assembling of Congress events 
may occur to modify existing impressions. 
As he will act in accordance with public senti- 
ment, probably he may deem it important to 
ascertain what the views of the representatives 
of the people are before he decides upon the 
course he will talca in his message on the 
Cuban question. 


But we are not left iu the dark entirely as to 


Geueral Grunt's views and syirinsiibics relative 
to Cuba, a.nd, therefore, caa form a belter, 
opinion of wliaf policy he may develop in his 
messajr- than tiiat offered by the Bohemian, 
press or Spanish agents. Tae views of the 
President were given at different times during 
tbe last summer and fall througli the corres- 
pondence o! the HEKALD, and, indeed, so were 
fuose of the Secretary of Stale. We know, 
then, thai. Gannral Grant warmly and heartily 
IO.Y 01^-1 ouimui independence, ana that Mr.

The actiou of the government, too, through 
our MiaNt'T at Madrid, in proposing to nego- 
tiate wilh Spain for the independence of Cuba, 
shows that as far back as last spring the admin- 
istration vraa earnestly at work to bring about 
the freedom of Cuba. To suppose that the 
President would now, after the Cubans have 
heroically maintained the struggle, and that 
With belter prospects of success, abandon the 
object he had in view and the Cuban cause, is 
unreasonnble, and would imply a degree of 
imbecility and vacillation on the part of the 
administration which, is not consistent with 
ihs character of General Grant and which the 
American people canaol believe. Throughout 
his history and public career General Grant 
has shown that he entertains broad national 
views oa all questions 
pertaining to the 


progress and perpetuation of republican free- 
dom on American soil and to progress an.<J 
grandeur of his own country. 
This was seen 


in his bold proposition to march an army across 
the Rio Grande iind drive the foreign imperial 
intruders from our sister republic of Mexico. 
In fact, he has shSwn the same broadly national 
sentiment and fearlessness on every occasion 
when republican institutions oa American soil 
and the progress and grandeur of our country 
were in question. 


How, 
then, caa we believe that the Presi- 


dent will ignore Cuba in his message to Con- 
gress, or that he will abandon the cause of 
ihe Cubans, after all that he has said and the 
effort ha has made to secure their indepen- 
dence? To be silent about Cuba when the 
public mind is full of the subject and in ex- 
pectation of a definite policy being declared 
would be acting like the foolish and timid 
ostrich, which hides its head under the sand 
without considering that its whole body is ex- 
posed to view. The Cuban question is too 
prominent and too popular a one to be ignored, 
and we do not think there is Spanish influence 
enough at Washington to blind the President 
to this fact 
At all events, it is certain 


neither the people nor their representatives in 
Congress will ignore it. 
AB to the sympathy 


of the American peoplo-with the Cubans there 
can be no doubt. It exists iu every section 
and among all classes, except, perhaps, with 
Mr. Stunner, who thinks of nothing but his 
speech on the Alabama claims, and who would 


j sacrifice the liberties of any people for the 


fancied glory connected with that, or with the 
exception, possibly, of a few copperhead poli- 
ticians and weak old fogies, who would fence 


the United States to prevent any further 


expansion or progress. But the question of 
Cuba is not one of sympathy only, despotic 
and cruel as the Spanish government of the 
island is, and much as the American people 
may desiro to see tho Cubans free, but impor- 
tant American interests, principles and progress 
are inrolyeU. Cuba is tUs ricu,eat island to. 


this hemisphere, ami, perhaps, on tho globe. 
If freo or annexed to tlio" United States tho 
trade with 
it would be - exceedingly val- 


uable—that 
is, 
if 
our 
government be 


wise 
enough

Domingo.' 
If 


the action of the United States should avert 
the fate of destruction and desolation which 
now threatens Cuba, and the Cubans acquire 
their independence, the trade would become 
in a short lizno incalculably valuable. 
Look- 


ing at tho matter, too, in a political point of 
view, the present is the most opportune time 
for tho acquisition of Cuba, for settling a ques- 
tion which has long occupied the public inind, 
for extending and strengthening republican 
institutions on this side the Atlantic, for ful- 
filling our national destiny in the absorption 
of contiguous American territory, for prac- 
tically carrying out tho Monros doctrine, and 
for increasing tho grandeur, power and com- 
merce of the republic. 
With such objects in 


view and such motives for action there is not 
a great nation iu the world that would not 
have made tho independence of Cuba a fact 
long before this. England, France, Russia, 
Prussia, Austria sind even Spain herself would 
have studied only their own interests, progress 
and aggrandizement in such a case. We need 
not cite examples in history—in what is occur- 
ring constantly with the great nations of tlie 
world—to show the policy all pursue. Every 
one is familiar with the facts. 
Will our gov- 


ernment and statesmen comprehend the broad 
American policy that is required of them, the 
destiny of the republic, and the aspirations of 
the people? That is the question. 
Cuba is 


pre-eminently a case involving these great 
national considerations, and we must soon 
know whether the government can compre- 
hend its opportunity and duty or not. 


The Atlantic and Great Western Kniirand 


and tlio Erie Gold Corncrers. 


In view of the fact that the parties who 


owned the Atlantic and Great Western Rail- 
road and negotiated the lease or sale of it to 
the Erie Railroad Company can get nothing 
from that company, and that the interest on the 
bonds of the Atlantic and Great Western, which, 
by the terms of the contract, was to be paid 
by the Erie Railroad Company, remains unpaid, 
it would seem that the great gold cornerers 
have been all along in a tight place. 
Efforts 


have been made to put the Erie in bankruptcy 
in consequence of not paying up in accordance 
with ihe contract, and it is aaid Mr. SIcHenry, 
who made the lease or sale of the Atlantic and 
Great Western, has gone, or is about going, to 
England in disgust to confer with the other 
parties interested as to what course they can 
pursue to squeeze something out of the Erie 
Company.

made as a deaperats and last effort to suve the 
frvro great Brie Moguls from ruin ? Had their 
affairs got into such a condition that their only 
hope was in some such desperate expedient? 
They are hanging on now evidently by the skin 
of their teeth. 
The anxious struggle they are 


making through the courts to stave off pay- 
ments to others and to mako others pay them 
indicates a critical situation. To all appear- 
ances tha end jlag not been reached' yet, and 
wo shall probably see a crash before long.

The limit of woman's usefulness 
in business is not conSaed to the public school 
room or the sewing machine; and yet it is to 
thsse occupations that they mostly look for a 
livelihood. Both are laborious and are poorly 
paid.

referred to points to a great many-more 
branches of employment whore women could 
be as useful and as well paid as men, if thev 
would only give their attention, in early life to 
learning gome of these branches to proficiency. 


Tbo Verdict In tho WoiiRlim Murder Cogfe 


We must again condemn to public reproba- 


tion tho unrighteous verdict of an imbcbile or 
corrupt jury shamelessly justifying the mur- 
der on the 29th ult. of Archibald Douglas, by 
Special Deputy Sheriff Thomas Jackson. 
The 


jury considered that Jackson used tho pistol 
wilh which the fatal wound was inflicted "par- 
tially in self-defence." But Mr. Spencer truly 
averred in behalf of the prosecution that there 
was nothing whatever in the evidence adduced 
during the inquest to justify such a verdict, 
and there is no excuse for it whatever. He 
even was constrained to add, "In all ray prac- 
tice for years in criminal courts I never saw 
or heard of a clearer case of murder in the 
first degree than is this one In which Jackson 
is ihe defendant. His victim was endeavoring 
to escape when he was shot, and Jackson was 
in no danger whatever." 
Mr. Spencer might 


well ask, "What are we coming to in this city 
when such verdicts are to bo tolerated?" 
While it will be seen by the full report which 
we published yesterday of this extraordinary 
inquest that Mr. Spencer disclaimed accusing 
Coroner Flynn of having "packed the jury," 
the insolence and hot haste with which officer 
Haley repelled beforehand any charge of being 
guilty of such a crime looks suspicious, to say 
the least of it. Things have come to a pretty 
pass, indeed, when to Haley's threat that if 
this should be insinuated he "will trounce" 
Mr. Spencer, the latter felt obliged to reply, 
"I know very well you might kill me aud 
nothing could be done to you for it." 
Surely, 


it is high time for the public to protest indig- 
nantly against the verdicts of juries selected 
for political partisanship and seeking to cover 
up the most atrocious crimes when committed 
in the midst of political agitation.

returned, in consequence of the 
affidavit 


sworn to by ihs brewer that the beer was 
expressly manufactured for sale and consump- 
tion outside the limits of the State. The 
majesty of Massachusetts law has winked at 
the sale of beer as ii used to wink at the sale 
of all potables dispensed at bars mysteriously 
hidden in the rear of fruit stores. In holy 
Massachusetts almost anything is winked at if 
it be done on the sly. 
But the beer, it seems, 


has been sold and swallowed openly ; and the 
pious prohibitionists, provoked at the fact that 
the late election went adversely to the prohi- 
bition law, have spitefully wreaked their petty 
vengeance on lager bibbers and lager dealers, 
coming down on them, in Homeric phrase, 
"like night." The result may, however, jus- 
tify President Gram's tli3ory that the best way 
to get rid of a b id law is strictly to enforce it. 


CANADIAN ItEotr-nooiry.—Congress, acting 


on the judgment cf the whole people, author- 
ized the preparation of a new treaty for a 
reciprocal trade between tho United States 
and ^o notninion oT Can.qr!a : and tViia Irenty 
having been drawn up, Pennsylvania has 
taken tho alarm. 
Pennsylvania says it will 


never do. It mattoH not how it may suit 
KeKr Yorir, Ohio or uay oilier State to have 
such a treaty, it does not please Pennsylvania, 
therefore we must not have it. 
We have col- 


lected from tho Canadians, says one of tho 
Kelley family, in tho interest of Pennsylvania, 
throo million dollars since the abrogation of 
the last treaty. This Kelley does not state 
that tho throe million dollars thus paid into 
the Treasury represents nine million dollars 
unnecessarily taken from our people by the 
increased prices the duty made.

TrtB Kmt OF ITALY DYING.—The King of 


Italy remained in a very critical condition of 
health in Florence yesterday morning. Having 
been duly informed that his life was in danger 
*is Majesty sent for his confessor, was ab- 
solved and received the holy sacrament. 
In 


the afternoon he was tranquil and slightly im- 
proved, but relapsed to a dying condition, as 
reported ia our cable telegrams, during the 
evening. The King, like his father; Charles 
Albert, after the battle of Nbvara, is again 
strictly within the bosom of the Church. 
Should he die, he «njoys, it is to be hoped, a 
much more hopeful chance of a happy eter- 
nity, and, should he recover, his reconcilia- 
tion with the Sovereign Pontiff and the 
Catholic world may have a very important 
and direct bearing and influence on the de- 
liberations and decisions of the Ecumenical 
Council in Rome.

the astonishing Fisk is likely to be pretty well 
attached before we get completely to the 
bottom of the gold pool. Another man has- 
fastened to it his claim for a, quarter of a mil- 
lion. It would seem as if Fisk must owe some- 
body a great deal of money, and it would 
also seem as if he would find loose places 
enough in the law to slip through. 
Perhaps 


ihe fellows on the other side have eharp eyes 
for law, too. 
We hope so, as that will make 


the spectacle the more entertaining and the 
trial of the law the more complete. 


The Churches. 


Our special exhibit of the actual condition 


and progress of religion in our midst, as reflected 
in the metropolitan and more immediately con- 
tiguous suburban churches yesterday, from the 
pulpit, the altar and tho reading desk, is of a 
really consoling character.

Pious Presbyterian. 


We bare the secret at last of the seizure of 


tho Cuban steamer Hornet at Wilmington. 
The story ia from tho Captain's own lips as 
told to our Washington correspondent, and 
may, therefore, be relied upon. It demolishes 
the suspicions that the Hornet was taken into 
"Wilmington with any view to treachery, and 
shows that the reason why sho did not get safely 
to sea was owing to the religious scruples of a 
pious Presbyterian whose conscience would 
uot allow him to sell coal on Sunday. Captain 
Higgins states that upon reaching Montaulf 
Point from Halifax his coal was nearly- 
exhausted, only six: days' stock being loft, but 
having found means to communicate with the 
shore he obtained a schooner load of one 
hundred and sixty tons of a miserable article, 
half of which was slate. 
It seoms that the 


parties who furnished it did not examine the 
quality of the article, but took it at a venture. 
The chief engineer reported that it would be 
impossible to pursue the voyage under theso 
circumstances, whereupon Captain Iliggins, 
expecting to meet a Spanish man-of-war, and 
knowing that he could neither fight nor make 
a good run away, hailed a pilot off Cape Fear, 
who took the ship into Wilmington, where, he 
said, there was plenty of coal to be had. 
And 


so there was; but as it happened to be Sun- 
day morning when the officers sent to negotiate* 
for the coal reached Wilmington, the pious 
Presbyterian who owned it refused to sell or 
deliver until Mouday. Meantime the United 
States authorities got wind of the fact that the 
suspicious Cuban privateer was lying at Smith- 
ville, thirty miles below the city, and pro- 
ceeding there at once, they seized her, as ia 
known. 


The grief of the Hornet was that she did 


uot run into some British port. She would 
have found no coal venders there too pious to 
sell a few hundred tons on Sunday. The crust 
of Puritan conscience would have been broken 
by the certainty of a good profit. 
So it may 


turn out after all that it is not BO much to the 
delay of President Grant or the timidity of 
Secretary Fish the failure of the Cuban cause 
may be attributed—if it should fail for want of 
a naval vessel on the high seas—as to the 
unelastic conscience of au old, pious North. 
Carolina Presbyterian coal dealer. Thus ia 
the romance of the Hornet'8 cruiso reduced to 
a very prosy fact, from all which we infer that 
"pious Presbyterians" are sometimes in the 
way. 


Captain Higgins indignantly denies any 


intent of abandoning tho enterprise when he 
put in to Wilmington; for, he says, "I would 
have been made admiral of the Cuban navy, 
aud my officers wonld have had many pickings 
in the way of prize money had they succeeded." 
The Commodore declares that he will try it 
again, provided he is furnished with a better 
steamer than the Hornet; for she is only "fit 
for a blockade runner." 
We hope the next 


time the Commodore ruas out of coal it will 
not be on Sunday, or that he will sail into 
Boston tu buy his stock. And this is the story 
of the Cuban man-of-war Hornet and the 
pious Presbyterian. 


THE STAGE.—There is a theatrical difficulty 


in London.- Boucicault has given out in his 
literary treadmill—is compelled to take some 
rest—and the theatres are likely to stand still 
for want of plays. The managers sneer at the 
idea of amateur playwrights, by which they 
apparently mean every one who has not written 
as many plays as Boncicault. so that there is 
no probability of any other person ever be- 
coming a professional in that line.

The communication detailing the 


treatment to which the gentleman was subjected 
plainly shows the 
high-handed 
measures 


adopted by the Spanish officials to bolster up 
then- waning causo in the Ever Faithful Isle. 
Without sufficient reason, and acting under the 
belief that Mr. Koppera was tho author of some 
letters which appeared in the HKBAI.D, he was 
arrested on the eve of a public holiday and 
kept in solitary confinement for two days, and 
denied even the privilege of making known 
his situation to either the American or English 
consuls. Here we have an evidence of the 
beauties of Spanish rule in Cuba. No sense 
of justice, right or decency seems to be pos- 
sessed by these insolent Spaniards, 
The 


slightest independence, if that independence 
is contrary to their views, is considered a 
crime in its possessor and is punished as 
such. 
This overbearing spirit is the most 


prominent characteristic of the race for centu- 
ries. In the case of Mr. Koppers we think: 
they have • overshot the mark. Mr. Koppers 
is a British subject. 
He has entered a protest 


against the treatment he has been subjected 
to and placed his complaint in tho hands of 
the British Consul in Havana, who has for- 
warded it to Earl Clarendon, the British Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs in London, strongly 
endorsed. As the English government has 
always evinced a lively interest in its sub- 
jects, no matter in what part of the world they 
may reside, there is little reason to doubt that 
Spain will be compelled to pay for the insolence 
of her Cuban officials in this matter the £3,000 
sterling at which Mr. Koppers sets hia dam- 
ages.

England, Has just presented to the Senate a report 
whicii be Has received from B. H. Falraert B. A., 
Feiiowof St. 3oim?s CoUese, to whom grants were 
made by the Senate from the Worts Travelling 
Bachelors1 Fund, for the purpose or enabling him 
to prosecute certain researches In the peninsula o: 
Sinai. Mr. Palmer accompanied ttie Sinat Survey 
Esnedition, and in lus report says:— 


While at Cairo I endeavored to make myself 
acquainted with ttie rules which determine tne value 
o? Araoic mauu^cript. Sculpture aad painting, or ut 
least tue delineation of living creasures. being 
prohibited 
to 
Mohamedans 
i)y their reii&rion, 
taey nave no other field for the exercise of tlicir 
talents Tor -Ice art tnan that afforded by mural deco- 
ration, and writing or illumination. Ud!i?rapny lias, 
therefore, been cultivated by them co au exteutwhich 
can scarcely be conceived in tliis eouatry. The rules 
TriiicU govern this science are, thsusn more precise, 
loanded upon as exact esthetic principles as those 
of Uae an criticism here. This fact oas been com- 
pletely overlooked by European Orientalists, and the 
coraaarailve vulae of many oi the manuscript trea- 
sures in our libraries consequently insie, if at all, 
uaderstood. Hwas impossible during so short a 
stay in Cairo to make any, extensive purchases of 
manuscripts, aridl tiieretore determine^! to restrict 
myself to itiaKing a sulection of printed works 
which should supply the chief deficiencies whicii I 
knew to exist in ine University library. Thanks to 
tne assistance sad acivice of Mr. Ayrton. an Kugiisu 
gentleman ana scholar, residing at Oairo, and a Bey 
of the Turkish Empire, ana witu the Kind c6-ouera- 
tion of Hussein Ber ana other Egyptian authorities, 
I have procured a number ot standard T7orks 
selected especially for the purpose of illustrating 
the literatura, history aud tticolo^y of ttie East. 
These 1 shall handover, withadescriptivecatalogue, 
to tac Sj'ncJicatff or the University Library*

Sinai. Mr. Palmer accompanied ttie Sinat Survey

The Gloria commences with the usual fanfare 


ami triumphant outburst of the entire chorus. Then 
comes a pleasant little episode', Lamlamus. in the 
form of a quartet. The bass has a fine solo, GraUas, 
with a dashing tlnale, somewhat m the style of the 
Per Me Ora Fatalv from the "Trovatore". Then comes 
the very beat and most poetically beautiful number 
in the entire mass, namely—the Qut Tottts, a lovely 
irio for soprano, alto and tenor. It is In six-eight 
lime and is full of melodic and harmonic beautv. The 
little dialogues, In which the tenor gives out the sub- 
ject and is answered by the soprano and alto 
together, produce an indescribable Direct The same 
effect may be seen In the succeeding cnorus, 
Quontam, In which the harmony Is in a massive and 
dramatic spirit of the Meyerbeer order. 


The finale of the Gloria, cum Sancto, is brilliant 


and showy and makes a telling effect. After a short 
pause all the voices give forth a solitary Gloria, 
which is an appropriate close for such a work. 


Tne Credo begins with a vigorous, emphatic decla- 
ration of belief by the bass, with a repetition by all 
the voices. Bt ex Patre is a sestet by the chorus 
of rare beauty and expression. Here a departure Is 
made from the usnai style of sacred music of this 
kind. The unity of idea which should exist between 
the Qm Propter and the El rncartiatus is preserved 
In a dramatic and touching duet between the so- 
prano and alt9. The sublime mystery of the Re- 
demption is expressed in atruly religious vein. The 
chorus comes In at the Cructflxus. A startling chroma- 
tic passage on the organ and dramatic vocal phrases 
rcBreaent the resurrection and tae triumph over 
death. The female voices alone announce the Seael 
ad Dexleram I'atris. The second coniing is also ex- 
pressed in the most dramatic manner. The Dest 
soprano solo In the mass is Bt in spa-iaim. A 
charming trio for tenor and two basses fallows and 
the finale is of the same brilliant, joyons character 
as that of the Gloria. The Sanclus Is also very 
brilliant, especially the ffosamta. The Agnus com- 
mences with a soprano soio dialogued at intervals 
by the bass, ana concludes with a dashing Dona 
ffnlis In triple time. The work throughout 13 one 
01 considerable merit and reflects great credit on 
the taleuled comwoser. Berge's Vespers were given 
in the aiternoon by the same artists and cnorns.

Prior to tne usual services yesterday five new

The Rev. Mr. Beecher took his text from, 
he Second Epistle of St. Paul to the TheBsalonians, 
i, 16:—"Now, our Lord Jesus Christ Himself, ana 
God, even oar Father, which hath ioved us and hatb 
given us everlasting consolation snit {rood hope 
hrough grace." Tee reverend gentleman proceeded 
o show teat God slionld ever be regarded as the 
ereat comforter of mankind, the great sympathiser 
with hnmaaity, rather tnaa a tyrant or a severe 
urtne. To be sure, Cod was the vindicator of 
ruth. He would not spare the guilty, for He wan 
,he great consuming llfo. But If He were severe it 
was not cMtttfying to Him to be eo. His severity 
vas Intended as a ccasusaaent, not for deaaacuon. 
lint, men must looi HP to God BS He was represented 
u ilia words of the test, the mighty and all powerful 
sourer of consolation. If we were left m thte world 
to fight our own battles alone. If we ware placed In

The oM pagan doctrines of Greeoe and'Some repre-

:bat it might not parish.- Christian life was ordained 
to ccufer comfort lu onv struggle* throueh this 
woria. Tha preach*:* pointed -ous the many troablss 
to ivhicli man iras subjected by his own conscience 
in his yos'ag* through life, snoirme that notwith- 
standing all tho fears, sorrows and annoyanoes It 
might give rise to, Gou was still ths oomi'orter, even 
m the struggle with conscience. In all the dis- 
tractions which coiae up ui domestic lite, in our 
secular life, the whole economy of labor, 111 health, 
straitening circumstances, misunderatandmcs and 
misapprehensions, uotl was the great posver to ap- 
poal to for comfort. The reverend gentleman dusted 
at some length upon the great encouragement, hops 
anu cheerfulness 'to be derived from regarding God 
in tne proper view—not with fear or misgivings, act 
with terror or despair, but as the great sympathiser 
wita man, as the everlasting source of grace.

upon this subject with pleasant phrases. He felt 
deeply on the subject because tie Knew that Incalcu- 
lable mischief was being wrought la tne community 
by tne lessons sought to be taught m this text. He 
proceeded to speak of the future world as pictured 
in tne theology of many of tiie Evangelical churches. 
This theology gave heaven and btiss.to a minority 
and hell and burning and writhing to the great 
majority. It represented God as looking on these 
writhing.agonies with delight. This doctrine, he 
insisted, did not come from the Bible. It came from 
ignorance. There could be no truth in this doctrine.

According to this dogma three-quarters or ;he pop- 
ulation of the earth are doomed to an everlastine 
hell.

bear of Christ. Was it the fault of these people? 
Sot at all. It could only be God's Jaalt. Now, any 
such doctrine was opposed to any Idea of justice. 
He could not Out believe t&at one Behaving In this 
doctrine was either a great scholar or insane. A 
few days since he asked a mother if she thought her 
child would go to hell if It was not baptized. 'She 
answered that she tnonght it would. Such a God 
would cnill every aspiration of his nature—would 
chili his biood with horrer and fear. The great mis- 
sion of the Church, he urged, was to help to elevate 
the masses and make them better and purer, it is 
not ten days since a Catholic priest represented ac- 
tual fire in hell and pincers to inflict pain, on the 
body, six weeks ago, in a village town, he heard a 
hymn given out to a Sabbath school, beginning with 
tne following verse:— 


Tnere is an »wful hen 


Of earthly fears and pains, 


Where dinners with devils dwell 


IQ tears and smoke and chains. 


After giving other Instances of the enforcement 


of the same dogma as showa in 
Calvmistic 
churches, he followed a man through % career of 
crime. This man's hell, he showed, was in his 
torture and remorse. His sntferiags were those of 
the devil, -who flnda hell -wherever he goes—who is 
hell hlraself. There was a hell. He did not deny 
this. But there was no such hell as pictnred-ra 
Calvimstis doctrines. The hell was ol" the mind— 
the hell of wrong-dome, the hell of crime, m the 
right alone was happiness and Joy.

The stand.which the reverend gentle- 
man took in refusing to Inculcate the doctrine that 
baptism regenerate the subject and pariQas him 
from sin, has given torn a wide celebrity In reli- 
gions circles, and the large congregation was 
mostly composed of persons concerned in tha busi- 
ness or opening- their eara to all the Pere Hyaclnthes 
of the day. After the usual services conducted by 
the rector tne reverend martyr selected his teit 
from 
Genesis 
xiix., 
4—"Unstable as water, 


thon shale not excel"—and proceeded to deliver a 
very florid ana extremely melodramatic discourse. 
These worda. he said, were the last Injunctions of 
Jacob to Reuben, -whose lotcy ambition aspired to 
lead the chosen people of God. But he lound 
only disappointment and chagrin. 
Such mar be

or all who seek to

He 
had an engine constructed, and everything was in 
readiness for excavation, bat the lands were barren 
and the hungry furnace coahl not be sopDlied with 
fuel.

St. Stephen's church, on Twenty-eighth stree^ 


near Third avenue, has long enjoyed the reputation 
of being to a great ex tent ths chief home of art In 
church matters in this city. This has been more 
particularly so as far as choraft music was con- 
cerned, and here, under the Kind care of the lamented 
Dr. Cummtngs. the songs of lore and praise -and 
names to toe Most High were given in a style of 
artistic excellence and religious fervor which at- 
racteclthe attention and commanded the admlrv 
ion of thousands. 
Each recurring Sabbath and 


holiday saw tha crowds which frequented St. 
Stephen's augmented until It was absolutely, neces- 
sary to enlarge the already commodions edifice and 
make it the inost spacious and. most elegant church 
in the metropolis. The work of enlargement waa 
commenced and was fast approacliinu completion 
when he under whose fostering- '.••• • r'.:s parish bad 
frown up was called from i-. • "•••ne of his 
labor and his usefulness.

Fishor & Bird to build the altar, from designs tar- 
nished by rna architect, Mr. P. Kieliy, aud since that 
tiae tue best talent at the command of the con- 
tractors lias been engaged on tue wo:!:, and under 
their hands the shapeless marble has a-j^uaicd beau- 
tlfcl and artistic form. The entire attar, so to spoaK, 
is some forty-live feet high and come thirty feet in 
Triiitn.

The altar 
table is cotnposcd of a single slab of the purest mar- 
ble, BO.-ne eishteen feet long and four te-:t wide, and 
W supported by sis groups of clustered engaged 
eelurnr.?, fonr leet high. In the centre of the front- 
of the table is a beautmu altorsHi-m picture or the 
carrying ol tha Saviour's body to the tomb, while at 
either side, between the groups o! supporting 
columns, set tn nlchfs, are two figures of angels, 
each one bearing a small medallion, ou which la

Immediately over the tabernacle Is an 
alcove, In which will stand a handsome crucifix of 
bron-'e, ana during the ceremonies of the benedic- 
tion the a.~lr-n.-it>rium, containing the sacred Species, 
wlli be placed in the alcove instead of tho crucifix. 
Above this alcove is n pinnacled tower, and abova 
this again tlio spire proper, ilauted with pinnacled 
buttresses. sni3 tue edges relieved with crochets, or 
cluster.-*, something lilcc those on the spire of Trinity 
chnrch. 
At either side of the tabernacle tower, 
and stretching to the towers at tne ends of tho 
structure arc handsomely sculptural tablets or 
screens, tha one at the gospel side having a reprc- 
ssatatinn in alto r/v.'eyo.of the iiesurrocciou, and 
the otl;er. at tho epist'.e side, an ai:n IVIIKSO of the 
Ascension. Surmounting each of theso tablets or 
screens are two Dgurea of angels, eacil holding a 
triple candelabrum. In the towers at each end are 
alcoves, and in each of these alcores stands .1 hand- 
some statue of an angel. At the base of the end 
spires, ju^t above the level of the table is the word

CHURCH OF ST. FRA M1IS XAYIES. 


Ex- 
l>cdlc^tinn of the New Altar— Sermon 


Bishop O'Connor. 


The services at the Church of St. Francis Xavler, 


in West sixteenth street. yesterday, were more than 
usually impressive. For over a year past it has 
been undergoing tue most extensive alterations and 
repairs, ana nas been frescoed and redecorated la a 
manner that makes it one of the most attractive 
looking places of public worship in tthe city. To 
add to the attractiveness of the church a new and 
costly altar, the gilt of one of the ladies of the con- 
gregation, was completed and erected a few days 
ago. The expenses Incurred in the frescoing ana 
redecorating, Including the cost or the altar, 
amounted to ?20,OOD. Yesterday was the day flxed 
for thedeihrationofthe altar, and long before the 
hour at winch the high mass commenced had 
arrived the church was crowded to repletion. Tlie 
altar was dedicated according to the Catholic ritual 
whea the muss was begun, Vicar General Starrs 
beios the celebrant, assisted by Kev. Father Keniukl 
as oeacon and Uev. Mr. McGse as sal'-ileacan. 


After the '' f'i-do hau bean sung the 
Kev. 
Father O'Connor, formerly Bishop of Pitts- 


burg, but now a member of tne society of .icsus, 
preach2d'U>e sermon. He toot "us text from the 
JBooS of Usnesls. v. 17:— "now terribse is this 
place; this is no other but, the house or Goa 
anu lie gate of heaven."

length on the snbiect of doctrines of religion that

The Kijrie of the mass given yesterday opens with 
a plaintive minor taeme, subdued and somewhat 
choral in diameter, wita full and over changing 
harmony. A short but expressive alto solo, c/irlste 
Stetson, is introduced, and Is In full keeping with the 
prayerful character of the sabject. 
The Gloria commences with the usual fanfare 


ami triumphant outburst of the entire chorus. Then 
comes a pleasant little episode', Lamlamus. in the 
form of a quartet. The bass has a fine solo, GraUas, 
with a dashing tlnale, somewhat m the style of the 
Per Me Ora Fatalv from the "Trovatore". Then comes 
the very beat and most poetically beautiful number 
in the entire mass, namely—the Qut Tottts, a lovely 
irio for soprano, alto and tenor. It is In six-eight 
lime and is full of melodic and harmonic beautv. The 
little dialogues, In which the tenor gives out the sub- 
ject and is answered by the soprano and alto 
together, produce an indescribable Direct The same 
effect may be seen In the succeeding cnorus, 
Quontam, In which the harmony Is in a massive and 
dramatic spirit of the Meyerbeer order. 


The finale of the Gloria, cum Sancto, is brilliant 


and showy and makes a telling effect. After a short 
pause all the voices give forth a solitary Gloria, 
which is an appropriate close for such a work. 


Tne Credo begins with a vigorous, emphatic decla- 
ration of belief by the bass, with a repetition by all 
the voices. Bt ex Patre is a sestet by the chorus 
of rare beauty and expression. Here a departure Is 
made from the usnai style of sacred music of this 
kind. The unity of idea which should exist between 
the Qm Propter and the El rncartiatus is preserved 
In a dramatic and touching duet between the so- 
prano and alt9. The sublime mystery of the Re- 
demption is expressed in atruly religious vein. The 
chorus comes In at the Cructflxus. A startling chroma- 
tic passage on the organ and dramatic vocal phrases 
rcBreaent the resurrection and tae triumph over 
death. The female voices alone announce the Seael 
ad Dexleram I'atris. The second coniing is also ex- 
pressed in the most dramatic manner. The Dest 
soprano solo In the mass is Bt in spa-iaim. A 
charming trio for tenor and two basses fallows and 
the finale is of the same brilliant, joyons character 
as that of the Gloria. The Sanclus Is also very 
brilliant, especially the ffosamta. The Agnus com- 
mences with a soprano soio dialogued at intervals 
by the bass, ana concludes with a dashing Dona 
ffnlis In triple time. The work throughout 13 one 
01 considerable merit and reflects great credit on 
the taleuled comwoser. Berge's Vespers were given 
in the aiternoon by the same artists and cnorns.

Prior to tne usual services yesterday five new

The Rev. Mr. Beecher took his text from, 
he Second Epistle of St. Paul to the TheBsalonians, 
i, 16:—"Now, our Lord Jesus Christ Himself, ana 
God, even oar Father, which hath ioved us and hatb 
given us everlasting consolation snit {rood hope 
hrough grace." Tee reverend gentleman proceeded 
o show teat God slionld ever be regarded as the 
ereat comforter of mankind, the great sympathiser 
with hnmaaity, rather tnaa a tyrant or a severe 
urtne.

Tha preach*:* pointed -ous the many troablss 
to ivhicli man iras subjected by his own conscience 
in his yos'ag* through life, snoirme that notwith- 
standing all tho fears, sorrows and annoyanoes It 
might give rise to, Gou was still ths oomi'orter, even 
m the struggle with conscience. In all the dis- 
tractions which coiae up ui domestic lite, in our 
secular life, the whole economy of labor, 111 health, 
straitening circumstances, misunderatandmcs and 
misapprehensions, uotl was the great posver to ap- 
poal to for comfort. The reverend gentleman dusted 
at some length upon the great encouragement, hops 
anu cheerfulness 'to be derived from regarding God 
in tne proper view—not with fear or misgivings, act 
with terror or despair, but as the great sympathiser 
wita man, as the everlasting source of grace.

According to this dogma three-quarters or ;he pop- 
ulation of the earth are doomed to an everlastine 
hell.

Sot at all. It could only be God's Jaalt. Now, any 
such doctrine was opposed to any Idea of justice. 
He could not Out believe t&at one Behaving In this 
doctrine was either a great scholar or insane. A 
few days since he asked a mother if she thought her 
child would go to hell if It was not baptized. 'She 
answered that she tnonght it would. Such a God 
would cnill every aspiration of his nature—would 
chili his biood with horrer and fear. The great mis- 
sion of the Church, he urged, was to help to elevate 
the masses and make them better and purer, it is 
not ten days since a Catholic priest represented ac- 
tual fire in hell and pincers to inflict pain, on the 
body, six weeks ago, in a village town, he heard a 
hymn given out to a Sabbath school, beginning with 
tne following verse:— 


Tnere is an »wful hen 


Of earthly fears and pains, 


Where dinners with devils dwell 


IQ tears and smoke and chains. 


After giving other Instances of the enforcement 


of the same dogma as showa in 
Calvmistic 
churches, he followed a man through % career of 
crime. This man's hell, he showed, was in his 
torture and remorse. His sntferiags were those of 
the devil, -who flnda hell -wherever he goes—who is 
hell hlraself. There was a hell. He did not deny 
this. But there was no such hell as pictnred-ra 
Calvimstis doctrines. The hell was ol" the mind— 
the hell of wrong-dome, the hell of crime, m the 
right alone was happiness and Joy. Tne hail of 
smo&e and chains was imaginary. In conclusion he 
urged it upon all so to live that they misrht escape 
the fangs or the hell of wrong-doing—a hell where 
their worm dieth not and the fire is not quenched.

Charles E. Cheney, the 
clergyman who recently defied the ntual of tha 
Episcopal Church by declining to repeat tae word 
"regenerate" during the ministration of the bap- 
tism, would preach drew many of the carious 
as.aaditors. The stand.which the reverend gentle- 
man took in refusing to Inculcate the doctrine that 
baptism regenerate the subject and pariQas him 
from sin, has given torn a wide celebrity In reli- 
gions circles, and the large congregation was 
mostly composed of persons concerned in tha busi- 
ness or opening- their eara to all the Pere Hyaclnthes 
of the day. After the usual services conducted by 
the rector tne reverend martyr selected his teit 
from 
Genesis 
xiix., 
4—"Unstable as water, 


thon shale not excel"—and proceeded to deliver a 
very florid ana extremely melodramatic discourse. 
These worda. he said, were the last Injunctions of 
Jacob to Reuben, -whose lotcy ambition aspired to 
lead the chosen people of God. But he lound 
only disappointment and chagrin. 
Such mar be

Catholic Church— A niaaterpiece of jBccle- 
smsticttl Architecture. 
St. Stephen's church, on Twenty-eighth stree^ 


near Third avenue, has long enjoyed the reputation 
of being to a great ex tent ths chief home of art In 
church matters in this city. This has been more 
particularly so as far as choraft music was con- 
cerned, and here, under the Kind care of the lamented 
Dr. Cummtngs. the songs of lore and praise -and 
names to toe Most High were given in a style of 
artistic excellence and religious fervor which at- 
racteclthe attention and commanded the admlrv 
ion of thousands. 
Each recurring Sabbath and 


holiday saw tha crowds which frequented St. 
Stephen's augmented until It was absolutely, neces- 
sary to enlarge the already commodions edifice and 
make it the inost spacious and. most elegant church 
in the metropolis. The work of enlargement waa 
commenced and was fast approacliinu completion 
when he under whose fostering- '.••• • r'.:s parish bad 
frown up was called from i-. • "•••ne of his 
labor and his usefulness. Tae p:>. . ..M and nnl- 
versal sorrow occasioned by the ue.i:a «! Dr. Cam- 
mlngs is yet fresh In the memorv of the residents of 
this city. Tiie hundreds of thousands who flocRed 
toeaze npon his kind and comely features when 
stilled In the repose of death; the numbers or leading 
citizens, of all creeds and nationality, who acted ad 
voluntary watches by day and night beside his cof- 
fin; the .immense crowd which assembled at the 
chnrch on the day of the funeral and stood jammed 
together from early morn till afternoon of that day— • 
the coldest day recorded in nearly two score years; 
the tones of unfeigned sorrow from the 
raaltitnds 


mingling with the solemn requiem and the songs of 
praise lo God and prayers of hope which came in 
masterly splendor from hundreds of the most accom- 
plished songsters— all formed a picture which time 
has not yet effaced fro-n the minds of those who 
took even" the smallest part in doiaz honor to his 
memory.

Two years ago the contract ^ras given to Messrs. 
Fishor & Bird to build the altar, from designs tar- 
nished by rna architect, Mr. P. Kieliy, aud since that 
tiae tue best talent at the command of the con- 
tractors lias been engaged on tue wo:!:, and under 
their hands the shapeless marble has a-j^uaicd beau- 
tlfcl and artistic form. The entire attar, so to spoaK, 
is some forty-live feet high and come thirty feet in 
Triiitn. It is constructed entirely of Vermont statu- 
ary marble, as pure as any that ever Italia could 
boast of. The general appesruncc or the entire 
structure above the altar taole m?y properly

The ascent to the altar Is 
by three steps of highly finished marble. The altar 
table is cotnposcd of a single slab of the purest mar- 
ble, BO.-ne eishteen feet long and four te-:t wide, and 
W supported by sis groups of clustered engaged 
eelurnr.?, fonr leet high. In the centre of the front- 
of the table is a beautmu altorsHi-m picture or the 
carrying ol tha Saviour's body to the tomb, while at 
either side, between the groups o! supporting 
columns, set tn nlchfs, are two figures of angels, 
each one bearing a small medallion, ou which la 
-vuo-ii£^^" — *-»r -rHa_imniement3 ol _ the passion..^... 
an alto reiiero ot the two SmryirDraftrnix wre "•p-icea 
to embalm the body of Christ, while in a correspond- 
ing tablet on the other, or epistle side, is a repre- 
sentation of the two aj.'cstles on their way to seeK 
ths tomb. The towers or apires above alluded to 
are formed of a scries of buttresses and ending m 
flnials, or clusters of flowers. The centre tower 
rises above tne tabernacle, and 13 some lorty feet 
In height. Immediately over the tabernacle Is an 
alcove, In which will stand a handsome crucifix of 
bron-'e, ana during the ceremonies of the benedic- 
tion the a.~lr-n.-it>rium, containing the sacred Species, 
wlli be placed in the alcove instead of tho crucifix. 
Above this alcove is n pinnacled tower, and abova 
this again tlio spire proper, ilauted with pinnacled 
buttresses. sni3 tue edges relieved with crochets, or 
cluster.-*, something lilcc those on the spire of Trinity 
chnrch. 
At either side of the tabernacle tower, 
and stretching to the towers at tne ends of tho 
structure arc handsomely sculptural tablets or 
screens, tha one at the gospel side having a reprc- 
ssatatinn in alto r/v.'eyo.of the iiesurrocciou, and 
the otl;er. at tho epist'.e side, an ai:n IVIIKSO of the 
Ascension. Surmounting each of theso tablets or 
screens are two Dgurea of angels, eacil holding a 
triple candelabrum.

Tue 
landed proprietors, n'ho consider the measure in- 
jurious ana oppose It, did not saem to Know that 
they were entitled to mortgage their estates by 
emitting premium loans without a license to that 
eilect Irom government. In the present instance a 
privilege wus requisite, because iliese railroads are 
imuef tiio supervision of ttw government, ana can- 
not eater into financial operations without the con- 
ssut 01 the Minister of Commerce. 
The other deputy in the Lower Chamber adduceJ 
some important reasons in favor of this kind of loans, 
which, it cannot be gainsaid, have become very 
popular in Russia, Austria aud other States aud are 
drawing away from Prussia a vast amount of capi- 
tal, li the railroads were reiused the privilege it 
ought to be exercised by tha government as the 
only means of competing with foreign operations of 
the kind and inducing other nations 10 invest capi- 
ta! in Prussian premium loans. 
To sum up the matter, it is not unlikely that the 
government, while abandoning the original plan, 
may iry the experiment of a premium loan on its 
own account, though just now the attempt would be 
rather bold, as both Houses of the Diet nave triTen 
notice of resolutions, declaring the privilege which 
sovernmeut Intends to give to some banking linns 
as "'incompatiolo with the welfare of tne State."

Tho Australa- 
sian market has on tho whole remained unaltered 
while- the South American war and the terrible 
natural calamities on tne western coast have greatly 
diminished th» demand in that quarter. The hi^h

The writer begins by statins that the resignation 


of Lord Stanley and the nomination of his successor 
gave rise to apprehension and regret In German?. 
Both of these feelings were perhaps natorai and 
the latter, ihoujrh not the former, was shared by the 
ffazeitf. 
Jt was Impossible not. to feel a warm 
attachment for one who had shown so much sympa- 
tuj with the progress of Germany as Lord Stanley 
uud 
fears wer« «ntertained that Lord Claren- 
don's 
well-known leaning to Austria and his 
Inendship with Napoleon might reader tho relations 
of Prussia and England Isss cordial than tuer had 
been dunag the administration of his predecessor. 
But this has not been the case. "He has never used 
his influence on the Emperor Napoleon to impede 
the reconstruction of Germany. On the contrary 
he was able to give tno Emporor advice which, 
u it uad come from a less friendly quarter, might 
have been allowed to pass unheeded. In the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Napoleon the words might 
frequently be heard, 'Lord Clarendon and Lord 
Cowley can say what they will to tne Emperor.' 
The war party in France was opposed to the in- 
nncnce 01 England, and while at Berlin aud in other 
places timid people were apprehensive of the re- 
sults of Lord Clarendon's nomination, the leaders of 
that party at Paris, who were m possession of better 
information, regretted the turn" European politics 
had taken, as totally unfavorable to their long cher- 
ished schemes. Tne result has proved the correctness 
oi their forebodings. It is true the English Minister 
found that recent events had done much to prepare 
the Trench Cabinet for a peaceful policy, but he made 
the best use of the golden opportunity, and—though 
tills is not generally known—his advlca had much 
to ao with the changes lately made in the constitu- 
tion of France. Ho showed the Emperor that a 
moderate relorm would deprive the opposition of it* 
sharpest weapons, and help to secure the dynasty. 
In foreign affairs he recommended non-intervention 
in German matters, and that every step should be 
avoided which might hurt the pride of onr nation." 
Lord Clarendon's late speech ia then touched upon, 
and we are toid his cordial expressions with respect 
to Prussia have led the particularists of Germany to 
speak with astonishment, not unmixed with less 
complimentary feelings of tha conversion of the 
Minister. The writer, for bl» own part, would have 
been surprised if sentiments or any other character

Tfce Irish Political Amnesty Demonstration— 


A3Initer and niai-cli to Hjdo Park—Failure 
Numerically and as a Physical Force Dis- 
play—Air. Gladstone7* Position—now tho 
" !)cjtio«stratio«us" lojiiro tho Cause cf 
Uefcrtn. 


LONDON, Oct. 25, 1869. 


In common with the rest of London I went yester- 


day to sco the long talked of demonstration in favor 
of the Feuian prisoners, which toon placo iu Hyde 
Pa'rK. I was present at the meeting and arranging 
of the procession iu Trafalgar square; I saw it 
marc'aed off to its destination'; I accompanied It 
along Pall Mall, up Waterloo place Into Resent 
street, thence from the Oxford circus the length of 
Oxford street to the marble arch Into Ilydo Park; I 
heard ttio speeches, or at least many of them, that 
were delivered; I noted the numbers of "sympa- 
thizers" who wore green scarfs or bauds or rosettes: 
1 witnessed the great multitude that had come out 
on titat dark, fogey Sunday afternoon to see what 
there was to be seen; I saw the "procession of the 
various Irtsh lodges, societies or districts marshalled 
again together to take their departure; I saw them 
more off to the north, south, east and west; and my 
Tordict upon the whole affair is that a greater fail- 
ure, us a political meeting or demonstration, never 
took place in England, at any rate not in my expe- 
rience, which extends over rather more than a quar- 
ter of a century 


The point of rendezvous for those who were to 


take part m the procession was Trafalgar square. 
Here, about one o'clock, the "demonstrators" began 
to assemble. Evory "lodge" or district was headed 
by a bannor, on each of which there was an inscrip- 
tion, suitable or otherwise. On. one of these banners 
wera the words " jusSJae to Ireland," on another 
"Release of the Captives," on a third "Rebellion 
Against Despots is a Duty to God," and so forth. 
One—nay, two—of the standards seemed to have 
come to early grief. Thqy were green, with inscrip- 
tions in large gold letters. On these had, I-presume, 
originally been, ou the one flag, " Vox Popult rox 
!>eif' but either tho wind had illtreated the handi- 
work of the patriots, or else a want of rands had 
prevented the makers from completing the order. 
As it was the words, from want of certain letters, 
stood thus:—"Ox Pop ox." The other injured ban- 
ner was also green, and the inscription was also in 
large golden letters. I noticed it in the commence- 
ment of the day and saw that it bore the very ap- 
propriate words, "Freedom for the Captives;" but 
either the wind or the damp air or a proper want 
of strength in the finish of the flag had injured 
this standard also, and many parsons were very 
much puzzled to read upon It, long ero the meeting 
was over, the mysterious announcement, "D— tao 
Captives." 


As the line marched through the streets to Eydo 


Park It was headed by what had been called "the 
ladies' procession." This consisted of abont 400 
young woiuen. all, I should say, of tha laboring 
claas, or or the poorer Kind of shop girls. They 
were all very respectably clad. AH wore some arti- 
cle of dress that was green, and many of them were 
clad in green from head to foot. Besides these 400 
young persons there were about 100 "ladles" of tne 
class that sell chestnuts or apples at the corners of 
the streets, and ail rather above than under sixty 
years of age. I confess ting somewhat inj'ured the 
general appearance of the procession, and had not 
a little chilling effect upon those who have an ap- 
preciative eye for a pretty woman- 


When the ladies had flied past four deep the "gen- 
tlomen" who composod the procession followed, also 
marching four deep. Now here occurs a difllculty 
which j hud better face at once aud get over as 
quickly as I can. Xo man living respects tuo work- 
iug classes more than 1 do. ana 1 am iroe to acknow- 
ledge that I have mot m all quarters sons of loll who 
m every feelim* of the heart and mind would do 
honor to any class in life. The procession yesterday 
waa composed exclusively ol laboring men, with a 
slight spimkling or petty shoptceeuers and a few 
atui rarer samples ol tue better-class mechanics. 
cjrher£ are m London and suburbs of London 
m the procession yesterday about 5uo "ladied," and 
I put them down at the very outslue figures, and 
alter comparing notes with four or flvc Mends who 
were present—not more, noi a man more, than e.ooo 
"gentlemen." Judge, theu, whether the -demonstra- 
tion" was uot, even so lar as tue Irish themselves 
are concerned, it fiiilure. 


But it was more. 1 nave not the slightest hesitation 
In saying that the ettcct of tue proceedings in liyde 
Park yesterday will be to keep Ihe doors of their 
prison shut ror at least an additioual year upon the 
Fenlaas. That Mr. Gladstone will eventually par- 
doa them tnera can be. and there is, no reasonable 
doubt. But that, he, or any other Minister of any 
country, could aoso at present Is utterly impossible 
To begin with, as the ireeuty Vesjmttsli (which is the 
most radical paper in England) satd tne day before 
yesterday, the platform whicii the Fenians aud their 
sympathisers stand upon at present is this:—"J?ree 
our hands, unchain our limbs, open our prison doors 
aud then we will attack you again—let us loose aud 
we will light you once more." Thera is no jour- 
nal in this country that 
has such an im- 


mense amount of influence among tho work- 
ingmen us 
the 
Despatch, 
and 
it is very 
significant that tne orcan should deprecate in the 
strongest terms that pardon should be granted to 
the Fenians at present, whatever may be done pre- 
sently. In America you certainly have pardoned the 
Southern Confederates and their offences. But they 
came to you as suppliants, asking ior mercy, not as 
dictators, tnrcateiilng to ao more aud to ao worao 
If—and then they were set rree. 


Tnera is another view to be uitea of this question. 


We all know thu great ditilculties Mr. Gladstone had 
to contend with iu passing the Irish Church bill. We 
Know also that he will have lar greater difficulties to 
contend with in getting a really cuod land bill 
tarough Parliament. But if ho was'to pardon tiio 
Fenian prisoners at present (i lay stress uponthesa 
las: two words, lor 1 suil hold and believe mat they 
will be pardoned In good time) would not every 
enemy, and not a law friends, that the pros 'iit 
Ministry baa say that tae pardon had been got out or 
them by fear f And would not this, in a great mea- 
sure, hinder and prevent 
any laud bill being 
passed t You Americans are a proud people, and we 
are much the same- Would you have liked any ad- 
ministration to pardon the Southern ex-confeaerates 
through lear oi what ihose Confederates threatened f 
iiost certainly you would not. To pardon these 
Fenian prisoners at present would really be to hinder 
any luriher measure of justice to the Irish nation 
and this Mr. Gladstone has neither the right nor the 
wish to do. 


Once more I say, put yourselves in our place. 
Suppose that a year or two ago the ei-Confederats 
Southerners had held a demonstration In Sew York 
to obtain tue pardon of tnoao who had rebelled 
against tne Dmttxl States government. What would 
yon have said if the procession had been haaded by 
a British nag! Yet this was what the Fenian sympa- 
thizers did yesterday. In my admiration for that 
great republic of which tho banner is the glorious 
••stars and Stripes," I am second to no man in the 
world—not even to any American. But I thinK—aud 
every sensible man in tne States will agree with 
me—that the Union Jack would not hare been more

SIR—l read with much pleasure the letter ad- 
dressed by yourself and Messrs. Sewell and Blalne to 
the editor of the Times ou the 24th of August. The 
hreasrug up of the great colonial empire or England 
would, m my opinion, be. a calaonity to the colonies, 
to this country aim to tne world; and I cannot dount 
that you arc right iu bel.evmg this to be tho result 
winch must be looked for from the policy distinctly 
declared by her Majesty's government, in order to 
avert the threatened mislortune I do not see what 
more judicious step could nave been taken than that 
which you have adopted In suggesting to the gov- 
ernments of our most important colonies that they 
should send representatives to meet ill Lou Jon in 
February tor tne purpose of considering tne present 
state of the relations between this country and ita 
colouies, with the view of recommending to her 
Majesty's government measures for placing these 
relations on a better footrag. But 1 would taxe tne 
liberty ot pointing out to you tuat in the loiter you 
have addressed to the colonial governments you 
have omitted to advert to some of the considera- 
tions whicn seem to me especially to reouiro their 
attention if they wish to preserve a real aai living 
connection beiween the coionies and the British 
empire. The lact ought not xo be overlooked that tho 
policy to which you justly object as tending directly 
to the 
severance ot this connection, has not 


been taken up only of late 
by the present 
Ministers of the Croivn- 
It may, perhaps, have 


been more distinctly avowed by them taau 
it had been previously; but 'or some years it 
had 
been practically 
acted 
upon 
by their 
predecessors, ana is no douut in asjorJaacs wita 
what is now the preyailjujj gplnlon in Psriiameut, 
The adoption of this'ii'oiicf (wlkicii I Consider to bo 
Due of selfishness quite unworthy of a great nation) 
and the prevalence of the opinion winch uas given 
rise to it, mast b8 regarded as thedirect and natural 
consequence of tne claim put lorward 01 late years 
on behalf of tue colonies to be free irom all control 
or the exercise oi auy suostautial autuonty over 
them by the imperial government. Tnereisnoone 
who has always been more opposed than myseli to 
meddling and vexatious iutenerence on the part of 
that government iu the purely local and luiernal 
aaairs of colonies of which the luhaoitants are ca- 
pable oi properly managing these ailaira for them- 
selves. But in the a Inuuistration of all colonial 
governments questions are 
continually 
arising 
which att'ect the Interests not on:y of the particular 
colonies, but of the empire as a wuole, and 
it would not 4)e difficult to show that of late 
years the inhabitants ol many of our calonios, urged 
on by tttose who pro.ess to speak lor them in this 
country, have set up a claim (which lias been prac- 
ucai'y conceded) to be ahowed to deal even with 
these questions according to tiieir own wiil, without 
allowing the imperial government to exercise that 
authority witnout whicii a due regard to the general 
interests of the whole empire, and au adherence to 
its uolicy, cannot be secured in ths measures oi tho 
several local governments. But U tne imperial gov- 
ernment is to exercise no authority over tue colo- 
nies tnere is no reason why it should nifflir any re- 
sponsibility or expense on their behalf, aafl Ihj jeel- 
iug against doing so, which, has or late years been 
so strongly nunifested in Parliament, has naturally 
arisen from the exaggerated claims ror colonial iree- 
«om of action wnicti liave been asserted. This, I 
ani persuaded, is the trae explanation of the pre- 
seni slate of leeimj; in this country on this import- 
ant subject; it cannot, therefore, be too distinctly 
understood by the colonies Unit the policy now 
adopted towards them by tue home government and 
by Parliament, and of whicii thsy complain. Is very 
little likely to be altered, unless toey on their part 
are ready to recognize the propriety ot tho exercise 
of a larger measure of authority over tnem by the 
imperial government than they have of late been 
wiilinET to submit to. I ain bo ;nd to say that, for 
my own part, much as I deplore wnat 1 regard as 
tne virtual dissolution of our colonial empire by the 
adoption ol the policy in question, I do not think 
that it ought to bo abandoned excep; on the condi- 
tion f have mentioned. I will not now trouble yon 
with any statement of my own views as to the prin- 
ciples on which the Hunts should be determined; on 
the one hand, of the claims or the colonies on tho 
imperial government for protection and assistance; 
and on the other, of the authority they ought 
to acknowledge as belonging to it. I am convinced 
that these limits might be so laid down as to place 
the mutual relations' or the different narts of the 
empire on a much better looting than at present, 
and that'it would DO lar more ior the true mtoiest 
both oi" this country and of its dependencies tuat 
this should be attempted, than that tho present 
policy ot virtually severing tne connection between 
them should be persevered in. On a fitting occasion 
I shall bo prepared to give a full explanauoa of niy 
reasous for holding this opinion; at present my ouiy 
object Is to sugxebt t'jyou that it seems to me desir- 
able that the attention of Ihe colonial governments 
should bo caileu to ttio consideiatious 1 have adverted 
M-.d-.ohinT'jWar irttiee b'ygbfAjfilii'VoliYjliJtJ'-Cr. tUoy 
to iuis country; aud, if so, with what instructions 
their represomatu 03 are to be lurnisiied.

Posen and Berlm-Breslau lines would assist opera- 
tions against Western Poland, and as Pouen IB like- 
wise In connection with St:ttln, and Brealau linked 
to Dresden, the resources of both Northern ana 
Central Germany could be easily brought to bear 
upon that exposed and unreliable province whoso 
capital Is Warsaw. This advantage is increased by 
other Prussian lines running parallel to the Rnssian 
frontier, thus permitting tus original disposition of 
the troops to be fluicfcly changed.

BELGIUM. 


Four Itloru Murders Oiacoverod. 


The London Hernia, of tno 25th of October intro- 


duces the following frightful record of cnmo—addi- 
tional to thai lately published—from Belgium. 
thus:— 


It is often said that mnrdera coine la battalions 
and the saying seems to oe verlfled just now iu Bel- 
gium. For many years the country aas not wit- 
nessed an execution, and the absence of capital 
crimes has been remarkable. Now, however, imme- 
diately folio-wing tne sau murder of two ladies m 
Brussels, we have intelligence of the discovery of 
four murders commuted by ono man, in a village 
called Hornu, near Mous, and about' thirty miles 
irom Brussels. 


Tljo murderer for abont three years has been a 
small farmer and sheep dealer. His name is Des- 
sous-le-Moustier, and ne is twenty-eight years of 
age. About three years ago he was married to a 
neighboring farmer's daugater. ne was acquainted 
with three brothers named Thirion, who were ex- 
tensive dealers in sheep in tne forest of Ardennes. 
The eldest brother, Herre Josh. Thirion, aged sixty- 
two years, was on friendly terms with the prisoner, 
and it is said aWert him In stocking his farm. He 
also had considerable business transactions with, 
him. ana In March, ises, called upon him, but was 
narer afterwards heard of. He had then 3,000 irancs 
In his possession. 
About a month afterwards 
his brother, Slcholas Thirion, aged fifty-eight, visited 
the prisoner's place to make Inquiries respecting his 
missing brother, and he never returned to his lorest 
home. A month later tbe youngest brother, Gustavo 
Thlnon, aced loriy-three. went oa the same errand 
ana shared tne same fate. These disappearances, of 
course, created suspicion and Inquiry. Tne prisoner 
was summoned before the authorities and interro- 
gated, but succeeded In throwing off the innuiry by 
some plausible explanation, and he was discharged.. 
A lew days ago his wlie was "suddenly seized with 
BicSness. The doctor suspfcted poisoning, and tno 
wife's statements counrmed his opinion. TUB 
woman died, and the police, acting on the doctor's 
Information, at once arrested the husband. The old 
suspicions were rerlved, and, directed oy the 
woman's dying disclosures, thoy proceeded ti> 
examine an old pit in the prisoner's gar- 
dea, that hsd been mied up, and there, at 
different depths, they found the bodies of the three 
murdered brothers, of course considerably decom- 
posed. In poisoning his wife the wretch appear? to 
have had a double motive. He has lor somexiuio 
cohabited with another woman, who is eneimte. To 
bring this paraaiour Into hU nonse, and at the aams 
time to rid himself of a dangerous witness of his pre- 
vious crimes, he determined to comoaes the death of 
his wife. 


When arrested and charged with murdering uli 


wife, he, with great coolness, remarked, "Oh I is that 
an?" Ifewas on Saturday confronted with the re- 
mains or Ins victim, but denied ail knowledge of tha 
matter. He has, however, slace confessed his Rinitl 
and inculpated an old man, who has been arrested 
as an accomplice. Ho pleads ror a speedy execution. 
The stomach, ic., of lus wife have been sent to aa 
eminent chemist m Brussels for analysis.

In the present instance a 
privilege wus requisite, because iliese railroads are 
imuef tiio supervision of ttw government, ana can- 
not eater into financial operations without the con- 
ssut 01 the Minister of Commerce. 
The other deputy in the Lower Chamber adduceJ 
some important reasons in favor of this kind of loans, 
which, it cannot be gainsaid, have become very 
popular in Russia, Austria aud other States aud are 
drawing away from Prussia a vast amount of capi- 
tal, li the railroads were reiused the privilege it 
ought to be exercised by tha government as the 
only means of competing with foreign operations of 
the kind and inducing other nations 10 invest capi- 
ta! in Prussian premium loans. 
To sum up the matter, it is not unlikely that the 
government, while abandoning the original plan, 
may iry the experiment of a premium loan on its 
own account, though just now the attempt would be 
rather bold, as both Houses of the Diet nave triTen 
notice of resolutions, declaring the privilege which 
sovernmeut Intends to give to some banking linns 
as "'incompatiolo with the welfare of tne State."

The trade 
with Switzerland and Italy remains on its former 
footing, that with the East sufferua Irom tho conflict 
between Turkey and Greece, but ia beginning to re- 
vive. Our exports to China. India and Japan are 
small, as light and cheap articles, not made in 
Prussia, are thore chiefly in demand. Tho Australa- 
sian market has on tho whole remained unaltered 
while- the South American war and the terrible 
natural calamities on tne western coast have greatly 
diminished th» demand in that quarter. The hi^h 
duties imposed by the United btalea has greatly 
crippled tue trade with North America,

The Cologne Gazette of October 22 has an article

The writer begins by statins that the resignation 


of Lord Stanley and the nomination of his successor 
gave rise to apprehension and regret In German?. 
Both of these feelings were perhaps natorai and 
the latter, ihoujrh not the former, was shared by the 
ffazeitf. 
Jt was Impossible not. to feel a warm 
attachment for one who had shown so much sympa- 
tuj with the progress of Germany as Lord Stanley 
uud 
fears wer« «ntertained that Lord Claren- 
don's 
well-known leaning to Austria and his 
Inendship with Napoleon might reader tho relations 
of Prussia and England Isss cordial than tuer had 
been dunag the administration of his predecessor. 
But this has not been the case. "He has never used 
his influence on the Emperor Napoleon to impede 
the reconstruction of Germany. On the contrary 
he was able to give tno Emporor advice which, 
u it uad come from a less friendly quarter, might 
have been allowed to pass unheeded. In the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Napoleon the words might 
frequently be heard, 'Lord Clarendon and Lord 
Cowley can say what they will to tne Emperor.' 
The war party in France was opposed to the in- 
nncnce 01 England, and while at Berlin aud in other 
places timid people were apprehensive of the re- 
sults of Lord Clarendon's nomination, the leaders of 
that party at Paris, who were m possession of better 
information, regretted the turn" European politics 
had taken, as totally unfavorable to their long cher- 
ished schemes. Tne result has proved the correctness 
oi their forebodings. It is true the English Minister 
found that recent events had done much to prepare 
the Trench Cabinet for a peaceful policy, but he made 
the best use of the golden opportunity, and—though 
tills is not generally known—his advlca had much 
to ao with the changes lately made in the constitu- 
tion of France. Ho showed the Emperor that a 
moderate relorm would deprive the opposition of it* 
sharpest weapons, and help to secure the dynasty. 
In foreign affairs he recommended non-intervention 
in German matters, and that every step should be 
avoided which might hurt the pride of onr nation." 
Lord Clarendon's late speech ia then touched upon, 
and we are toid his cordial expressions with respect 
to Prussia have led the particularists of Germany to 
speak with astonishment, not unmixed with less 
complimentary feelings of tha conversion of the 
Minister. The writer, for bl» own part, would have

Tfce Irish Political Amnesty Demonstration— 


A3Initer and niai-cli to Hjdo Park—Failure 
Numerically and as a Physical Force Dis- 
play—Air. Gladstone7* Position—now tho

Uefcrtn. 


LONDON, Oct. 25, 1869. 


In common with the rest of London I went yester- 


day to sco the long talked of demonstration in favor 
of the Feuian prisoners, which toon placo iu Hyde 
Pa'rK. I was present at the meeting and arranging 
of the procession iu Trafalgar square; I saw it 
marc'aed off to its destination'; I accompanied It 
along Pall Mall, up Waterloo place Into Resent 
street, thence from the Oxford circus the length of 
Oxford street to the marble arch Into Ilydo Park; I 
heard ttio speeches, or at least many of them, that 
were delivered; I noted the numbers of "sympa- 
thizers" who wore green scarfs or bauds or rosettes: 
1 witnessed the great multitude that had come out 
on titat dark, fogey Sunday afternoon to see what 
there was to be seen; I saw the "procession of the 
various Irtsh lodges, societies or districts marshalled 
again together to take their departure; I saw them 
more off to the north, south, east and west; and my 
Tordict upon the whole affair is that a greater fail- 
ure, us a political meeting or demonstration, never 
took place in England, at any rate not in my expe- 
rience, which extends over rather more than a quar- 
ter of a century 


The point of rendezvous for those who were to 


take part m the procession was Trafalgar square. 
Here, about one o'clock, the "demonstrators" began 
to assemble. Evory "lodge" or district was headed 
by a bannor, on each of which there was an inscrip- 
tion, suitable or otherwise. On. one of these banners 
wera the words " jusSJae to Ireland," on another 
"Release of the Captives," on a third "Rebellion 
Against Despots is a Duty to God," and so forth. 
One—nay, two—of the standards seemed to have 
come to early grief. Thqy were green, with inscrip- 
tions in large gold letters. On these had, I-presume, 
originally been, ou the one flag, " Vox Popult rox 
!>eif' but either tho wind had illtreated the handi- 
work of the patriots, or else a want of rands had 
prevented the makers from completing the order. 
As it was the words, from want of certain letters, 
stood thus:—"Ox Pop ox." The other injured ban- 
ner was also green, and the inscription was also in 
large golden letters. I noticed it in the commence- 
ment of the day and saw that it bore the very ap- 
propriate words, "Freedom for the Captives;" but 
either the wind or the damp air or a proper want 
of strength in the finish of the flag had injured 
this standard also, and many parsons were very 
much puzzled to read upon It, long ero the meeting 
was over, the mysterious announcement, "D— tao 
Captives." 


As the line marched through the streets to Eydo 


Park It was headed by what had been called "the 
ladies' procession." This consisted of abont 400 
young woiuen. all, I should say, of tha laboring 
claas, or or the poorer Kind of shop girls. They 
were all very respectably clad. AH wore some arti- 
cle of dress that was green, and many of them were 
clad in green from head to foot. Besides these 400 
young persons there were about 100 "ladles" of tne 
class that sell chestnuts or apples at the corners of 
the streets, and ail rather above than under sixty 
years of age. I confess ting somewhat inj'ured the 
general appearance of the procession, and had not 
a little chilling effect upon those who have an ap- 
preciative eye for a pretty woman- 


When the ladies had flied past four deep the "gen- 
tlomen" who composod the procession followed, also 
marching four deep. Now here occurs a difllculty 
which j hud better face at once aud get over as 
quickly as I can. Xo man living respects tuo work- 
iug classes more than 1 do. ana 1 am iroe to acknow- 
ledge that I have mot m all quarters sons of loll who 
m every feelim* of the heart and mind would do 
honor to any class in life. The procession yesterday 
waa composed exclusively ol laboring men, with a 
slight spimkling or petty shoptceeuers and a few 
atui rarer samples ol tue better-class mechanics. 
cjrher£ are m London and suburbs of London 
m the procession yesterday about 5uo "ladied," and 
I put them down at the very outslue figures, and 
alter comparing notes with four or flvc Mends who 
were present—not more, noi a man more, than e.ooo 
"gentlemen."

But it was more. 1 nave not the slightest hesitation 
In saying that the ettcct of tue proceedings in liyde 
Park yesterday will be to keep Ihe doors of their 
prison shut ror at least an additioual year upon the 
Fenlaas. That Mr. Gladstone will eventually par- 
doa them tnera can be. and there is, no reasonable 
doubt. But that, he, or any other Minister of any 
country, could aoso at present Is utterly impossible 
To begin with, as the ireeuty Vesjmttsli (which is the 
most radical paper in England) satd tne day before 
yesterday, the platform whicii the Fenians aud their 
sympathisers stand upon at present is this:—"J?ree 
our hands, unchain our limbs, open our prison doors 
aud then we will attack you again—let us loose aud 
we will light you once more." Thera is no jour- 
nal in this country that 
has such an im- 


mense amount of influence among tho work- 
ingmen us 
the 
Despatch, 
and 
it is very 
significant that tne orcan should deprecate in the 
strongest terms that pardon should be granted to 
the Fenians at present, whatever may be done pre- 
sently. In America you certainly have pardoned the 
Southern Confederates and their offences. But they 
came to you as suppliants, asking ior mercy, not as 
dictators, tnrcateiilng to ao more aud to ao worao 
If—and then they were set rree. 


Tnera is another view to be uitea of this question. 


We all know thu great ditilculties Mr. Gladstone had 
to contend with iu passing the Irish Church bill. We 
Know also that he will have lar greater difficulties to 
contend with in getting a really cuod land bill 
tarough Parliament. But if ho was'to pardon tiio 
Fenian prisoners at present (i lay stress uponthesa 
las: two words, lor 1 suil hold and believe mat they 
will be pardoned In good time) would not every 
enemy, and not a law friends, that the pros 'iit 
Ministry baa say that tae pardon had been got out or 
them by fear f And would not this, in a great mea- 
sure, hinder and prevent 
any laud bill being 
passed t You Americans are a proud people, and we 
are much the same- Would you have liked any ad- 
ministration to pardon the Southern ex-confeaerates 
through lear oi what ihose Confederates threatened f 
iiost certainly you would not. To pardon these 
Fenian prisoners at present would really be to hinder 
any luriher measure of justice to the Irish nation 
and this Mr. Gladstone has neither the right nor the 
wish to do. 


Once more I say, put yourselves in our place. 
Suppose that a year or two ago the ei-Confederats 
Southerners had held a demonstration In Sew York 
to obtain tue pardon of tnoao who had rebelled 
against tne Dmttxl States government. What would 
yon have said if the procession had been haaded by 
a British nag! Yet this was what the Fenian sympa- 
thizers did yesterday. In my admiration for that 
great republic of which tho banner is the glorious

world—not even to any American. But I thinK—aud 
every sensible man in tne States will agree with

SIR—l read with much pleasure the letter ad- 
dressed by yourself and Messrs. Sewell and Blalne to 
the editor of the Times ou the 24th of August. The 
hreasrug up of the great colonial empire or England 
would, m my opinion, be. a calaonity to the colonies, 
to this country aim to tne world; and I cannot dount 
that you arc right iu bel.evmg this to be tho result 
winch must be looked for from the policy distinctly 
declared by her Majesty's government, in order to 
avert the threatened mislortune I do not see what 
more judicious step could nave been taken than that 
which you have adopted In suggesting to the gov- 
ernments of our most important colonies that they 
should send representatives to meet ill Lou Jon in 
February tor tne purpose of considering tne present 
state of the relations between this country and ita 
colouies, with the view of recommending to her 
Majesty's government measures for placing these 
relations on a better footrag. But 1 would taxe tne 
liberty ot pointing out to you tuat in the loiter you 
have addressed to the colonial governments you 
have omitted to advert to some of the considera- 
tions whicn seem to me especially to reouiro their 
attention if they wish to preserve a real aai living 
connection beiween the coionies and the British 
empire. The lact ought not xo be overlooked that tho 
policy to which you justly object as tending directly 
to the 
severance ot this connection, has not 


been taken up only of late 
by the present 
Ministers of the Croivn- 
It may, perhaps, have 


been more distinctly avowed by them taau 
it had been previously; but 'or some years it 
had 
been practically 
acted 
upon 
by their 
predecessors, ana is no douut in asjorJaacs wita 
what is now the preyailjujj gplnlon in Psriiameut, 
The adoption of this'ii'oiicf (wlkicii I Consider to bo 
Due of selfishness quite unworthy of a great nation) 
and the prevalence of the opinion winch uas given 
rise to it, mast b8 regarded as thedirect and natural 
consequence of tne claim put lorward 01 late years 
on behalf of tue colonies to be free irom all control 
or the exercise oi auy suostautial autuonty over 
them by the imperial government. Tnereisnoone 
who has always been more opposed than myseli to 
meddling and vexatious iutenerence on the part of 
that government iu the purely local and luiernal 
aaairs of colonies of which the luhaoitants are ca- 
pable oi properly managing these ailaira for them- 
selves. But in the a Inuuistration of all colonial 
governments questions are 
continually 
arising 
which att'ect the Interests not on:y of the particular 
colonies, but of the empire as a wuole, and 
it would not 4)e difficult to show that of late 
years the inhabitants ol many of our calonios, urged 
on by tttose who pro.ess to speak lor them in this 
country, have set up a claim (which lias been prac- 
ucai'y conceded) to be ahowed to deal even with 
these questions according to tiieir own wiil, without 
allowing the imperial government to exercise that 
authority witnout whicii a due regard to the general 
interests of the whole empire, and au adherence to 
its uolicy, cannot be secured in ths measures oi tho 
several local governments. But U tne imperial gov- 
ernment is to exercise no authority over tue colo- 
nies tnere is no reason why it should nifflir any re- 
sponsibility or expense on their behalf, aafl Ihj jeel- 
iug against doing so, which, has or late years been 
so strongly nunifested in Parliament, has naturally 
arisen from the exaggerated claims ror colonial iree- 
«om of action wnicti liave been asserted. This, I 
ani persuaded, is the trae explanation of the pre- 
seni slate of leeimj; in this country on this import- 
ant subject; it cannot, therefore, be too distinctly 
understood by the colonies Unit the policy now 
adopted towards them by tue home government and 
by Parliament, and of whicii thsy complain. Is very 
little likely to be altered, unless toey on their part 
are ready to recognize the propriety ot tho exercise 
of a larger measure of authority over tnem by the 
imperial government than they have of late been 
wiilinET to submit to. I ain bo ;nd to say that, for 
my own part, much as I deplore wnat 1 regard as 
tne virtual dissolution of our colonial empire by the 
adoption ol the policy in question, I do not think 
that it ought to bo abandoned excep; on the condi- 
tion f have mentioned. I will not now trouble yon 
with any statement of my own views as to the prin- 
ciples on which the Hunts should be determined; on 
the one hand, of the claims or the colonies on tho 
imperial government for protection and assistance; 
and on the other, of the authority they ought 
to acknowledge as belonging to it. I am convinced 
that these limits might be so laid down as to place 
the mutual relations' or the different narts of the 
empire on a much better looting than at present, 
and that'it would DO lar more ior the true mtoiest 
both oi" this country and of its dependencies tuat 
this should be attempted, than that tho present 
policy ot virtually severing tne connection between 
them should be persevered in. On a fitting occasion 
I shall bo prepared to give a full explanauoa of niy 
reasous for holding this opinion; at present my ouiy 
object Is to sugxebt t'jyou that it seems to me desir- 
able that the attention of Ihe colonial governments 
should bo caileu to ttio consideiatious 1 have adverted 
M-.d-.ohinT'jWar irttiee b'ygbfAjfilii'VoliYjliJtJ'-Cr. tUoy 
to iuis country; aud, if so, with what instructions 
their represomatu 03 are to be lurnisiied.

Among other banners and 
emblems carried by some ol the patriots were two 
very greasy rod nightcaps, stuck upon stunted poles. 
These were supposed to represent the celebrated 
"cap of liberty" of which, wa read so much daring 
the French revolution. But they did not seem to 
raise in Hyde Parlt: that amount of enthusiasm which 
they used to do on tue boulevards of Paris In years 
gone by. The English rough—what yon call rowdy- 
is an unpleasant, offensive animal as ever lived, but 
lie U not a revolutionise. Tha "bonnets rougen" 
were laughed at, and those who earned them were 
mercilessly chaired. 


But anything like sympathy with the "demon- 
stration" there was not whatever. 
The sympa- 
thizers themselves seemed half ashamed of lha 
prominent part they were tatmg, and appeared 
glad enough when the whole proceedings were, 
alter about an hour and a half, brought to a close. 
I don't, tliinlc we shell have another demonstra- 
tion ot the same sort. The whole aBair was to tue 
every day world of London not only a mistake, but a 
nuisance. We Londoners work jar too hard during 
six days of the wees to be able to dispense with our 
Sunday; and yesterday was to thousands of tha 
great Babylon of bishops a Sunday lost to all intents 
and purposes, it so happened that there roally waa 
no dbturbauco and no not. 


The meeting brought to Hyde ParK at least 100,000 
ol the roughest classes of London as lookers-on at 
and hpectators of the procession. The demon- 
strators themselves were very quiet, very orderly, 
and to a certain degree anxious not to oaond; but 
there were, as I said before, thousands of people 
who reared there would bo a disturbance and woo 
kept at homo rather than risk being In a not.

These lines being nearly all destined for strate"!- 
cal purposes, the ukase sanctioning their construc- 
tion waa signed at the instance of tae military 
authorities, and in consequence of an e-cplicit re- 
port submitted by them to the Emperor

stract of that report, with a few Inserted remarks. 
which I am going to give, merits, I believe, the at- 
tention alike of military and political readers. 
Tne report opened with a brief survey or tns Ger- 
man and Austrian railways encircling the 
frontier. Berlin, it is asserted, Dresden. Prague 
Vienna and Peath are ao amply provided with rail- 
ways, shooting out in every direction, as to be 
equally well suited for the gathering troops 
together from all sides and Heading them onwards 
In one. Were hostile operations against Russia re- 
solved upon at Berlin four parallel lines mlaht be 
used for tnc transport of Prnssian troops to the fron- 
tier. The Berlin-KoniKsburg and Thoru-Insterburg 
lines, with their extensions to Eydknhen, Tilsit and 
Lyck, would convey entire armies to the northern 
borders of Poland, the Berlln-Bromberg. Berlin. 
Posen and Berlm-Breslau lines would assist opera- 
tions against Western Poland, and as Pouen IB like- 
wise In connection with St:ttln, and Brealau linked 
to Dresden, the resources of both Northern ana 
Central Germany could be easily brought to bear 
upon that exposed and unreliable province whoso 
capital Is Warsaw. This advantage is increased by 
other Prussian lines running parallel to the Rnssian 
frontier, thus permitting tus original disposition of 
the troops to be fluicfcly changed. Taking the Berlin- 
Thorn line as the ' probable centre ol operations, 
there are foar lines diverging from' it In a northerly 
and three In a southerly course. On the northern 
side between tno Berlin-Thorn line and the coast, 
we have the Tilsit-Thorn, tho Konlgsberg-Brombergr, 
the 'Dantstc-Sehueldeiniinl and the Danuic-Lanou- 
bnrg-starEard-Berllu lines; on the southern side, 
between the Berlin-Thorn and tho Breslau-Dresden 
lines, 
the

Kustrln-Kohlfurt 
and tbe

facilitate a change in tho strategical array. TCis 
network of parallel railways, extending over 780 
versts, and In som» places approaching the Kussian 
frontier to witnin seven versis, completely encom- 
passes the Polish Lithuanian Hank. 


Austria, not so well provided with railways aa 
Prussia, Is straining every nerve to supply me de- 
ficiency. though even now she beats Kussia. of her 
completed lines to Vienna Warsaw would be ser- 
viceable to attack Poland In front, while tha 
Cracow-Lemberg-Czernoviu Railway, which follows 
tbo direction of the Volhyno-Gallcian frontier, might 
bo turned to account for a Bank movement. The 
railways now laying down la Eastern Hungary trill 
bring np troops to tne southern slopes of the Carpa- 
thians; to enable them to cross tho mountains 
rapidly lour lines are projected, one of whicn u 
about to be taken in hand.

BELGIUM. 


Four Itloru Murders Oiacoverod. 


The London Hernia, of tno 25th of October intro- 


duces the following frightful record of cnmo—addi- 
tional to thai lately published—from Belgium. 
thus:— 


It is often said that mnrdera coine la battalions 
and the saying seems to oe verlfled just now iu Bel- 
gium. For many years the country aas not wit- 
nessed an execution, and the absence of capital 
crimes has been remarkable. Now, however, imme- 
diately folio-wing tne sau murder of two ladies m 
Brussels, we have intelligence of the discovery of 
four murders commuted by ono man, in a village 
called Hornu, near Mous, and about' thirty miles 
irom Brussels. 


Tljo murderer for abont three years has been a 
small farmer and sheep dealer. His name is Des- 
sous-le-Moustier, and ne is twenty-eight years of 
age. About three years ago he was married to a 
neighboring farmer's daugater. ne was acquainted 
with three brothers named Thirion, who were ex- 
tensive dealers in sheep in tne forest of Ardennes. 
The eldest brother, Herre Josh. Thirion, aged sixty- 
two years, was on friendly terms with the prisoner, 
and it is said aWert him In stocking his farm. He 
also had considerable business transactions with, 
him. ana In March, ises, called upon him, but was 
narer afterwards heard of. He had then 3,000 irancs 
In his possession. 
About a month afterwards 
his brother, Slcholas Thirion, aged fifty-eight, visited 
the prisoner's place to make Inquiries respecting his 
missing brother, and he never returned to his lorest 
home. A month later tbe youngest brother, Gustavo 
Thlnon, aced loriy-three. went oa the same errand 
ana shared tne same fate. These disappearances, of 
course, created suspicion and Inquiry. Tne prisoner 
was summoned before the authorities and interro- 
gated, but succeeded In throwing off the innuiry by 
some plausible explanation, and he was discharged.. 
A lew days ago his wlie was "suddenly seized with 
BicSness. The doctor suspfcted poisoning, and tno 
wife's statements counrmed his opinion. TUB 
woman died, and the police, acting on the doctor's 
Information, at once arrested the husband. The old 
suspicions were rerlved, and, directed oy the 
woman's dying disclosures, thoy proceeded ti> 
examine an old pit in the prisoner's gar- 
dea, that hsd been mied up, and there, at 
different depths, they found the bodies of the three 
murdered brothers, of course considerably decom- 
posed. In poisoning his wife the wretch appear? to 
have had a double motive. He has lor somexiuio 
cohabited with another woman, who is eneimte. To 
bring this paraaiour Into hU nonse, and at the aams 
time to rid himself of a dangerous witness of his pre- 
vious crimes, he determined to comoaes the death of 
his wife. 


When arrested and charged with murdering uli 


wife, he, with great coolness, remarked, "Oh I is that 
an?" Ifewas on Saturday confronted with the re- 
mains or Ins victim, but denied ail knowledge of tha 
matter. He has, however, slace confessed his Rinitl 
and inculpated an old man, who has been arrested 
as an accomplice. Ho pleads ror a speedy execution. 
The stomach, ic., of lus wife have been sent to aa 
eminent chemist m Brussels for analysis.

DELHI, Sept 15,1869. 


Six days ago your correspondent, having rattled 


over tue noble iron bridge which has Seen constructed 
across the a »cr«a river Jumna, was whirled through 
tlie old ion of Seliuigur au J landed on the platform 
of tue Delhi terminus of tlie East Indian Railway. 
He estaolislied himself without delay in the only 
Hotel for Europeans in the city (Kept by a native, 
who rejoices in the name or Bishuuiburnalh), and at 
once conlided himself to the care of a local cice- 
rone, generally known as Baboo Budree Das, a Hin- 
doo of the KBliatrlya caste, who subsists by fasten- 
ing as ituide, interpreter and servant upon passing 
tourists. As the iiaboo may occasionally flaure in 
the next column or two, and as he deserves some 
• special notice, it is as well to give at the outset some 


Idea of -n-hat he is like. 


the Baboo ia the son of a native who was cutler 


to the officers' mess of oce of ihe English regiments, 
and lias enjoyed t_c advent-age of having associated 
from his very earliest years with the dominant 
race. 
He speaks rnglish, therefore, with as 


much Cueacy as hii native tonkas, anil is a fair rep- 
resentative specimen of tbe Hindoo, as he has been 
modified by the influence of his present rulers. 
Physically the Eaboo approaches very nearly tue 
standard type ol the Lis'.i ciW.o nmJoo. Ilalher 
bolow the middle heigut among Europeans, he has a 
well shaped figure, sujiownc.;. loo slender perhaps, 
but otherwise lairiy proportioned. His arms are 
thin and almost destitute of muscle, ana his bauds 
ana feet are icuilnmcly small. liis features are 
regular and clearly cut; he 11:1=3 an aquiuue nose, a 
well formed mouth and lan;e, bncat, buxclc eyes. 
His head is small, bat iho forehead is broad, though

and visible aspect, and ia anj street ol .Delhi jon 
wlllflnd several thousand duplicate copies of him. 
The Ogute thus drawn is, m fact, the staple human 
element of the place. But it 13 only by careful ob-

Baboo's inner character. 
Intellectually he la ex- 


tremely clever. 
You cannot tailt to him for ten 


minutes without being struck ivith Ilia extent of HIE 
information and the clearness and fluency with 
which be imparts It. Watch mm closely, however, 
aud you will discover that he never veuUros to give 
currency to an Idea ot his own mauuiactare 
upon any subject whatever. He has original Ideas, 
certainly, bat only by me most skilful examination 
can you drag them Iroia mm.

The name ot Deilit (U an Indian city Is very, very 
old, but tue present cuy u tlie ninth tluit has Doruo 
U. Those who oeiieveiu tne tendency of proptiecy 
to fulfil itself may be pleased to hear that a predic- 
tion was made hundreds 6f years ago by a Hindoo 
sago that there should be ten Deinis; tho last of 
which should be built under the rule of a foreign 
nice and that this prediction has exactly come to 
pass. The present city ia certainly only tlio uinta. 
but dnrm<; tlie gieat mutiny a little suburb sprang 
op outsiuo the city wails, wtioao inhabitants «up- 
pned the daily ncocls of tua English besiegmn armj. 
u'hia suburb consists only of a lew rows of bazaars, 
but it ts looked upon by tho natives as the "last of 
tha Dellim." 
The ruins of the eight previous clttea 
extend for ten miles 10 tlio souiu of the present silo, 
yith iv varying breadth of from three to six 1111103, 
Thero is an area of lorty-llvo square miles to tno 
•oath and west covered with tho remains of forts 
Mia t^Biiioa, the vwtjjiw of 


«t««!, «aoh of wnich Baa boon m its time the oenm 
of Indian power and civilization. 
Tho present Beihl was lonnded by the Emperor 
Bnali Johan m tho middle of the eeventoentb cen- 
tury. It Is enclosed by a high wall ol red zrauite, 
with battlements and occasional turrets, and IB five 
and a half miles In circuit. Outside tne wail a deep 
moat 
runs 
very 
nearly 
round 
ttie 
clly. 
There 
are 
twelve gates, 
irtth drawbridges 
over the moat: and lately an opening; bas 
been made through tlie old fort of Sellmgurn 
tor 
tlio passage 
of 
tlio 
railway 
into 
tne 
heart of the city. Viewed from the railroad bridge 
Uelnl has a very imposing appearance, witli Iho tall 
minarets und graceful white marble domes of its 
scores of mosques, with here a pile of uob'.e stone 
buildings aud there a patch of pleasant gre?n 
foliage—the who'e hemmed In by tlie gieat brown 
red wall—while the river Jumna winds through the 
plain. 
Witb this general idea of tlse City of the Great 
Moguls I drive out, accompanied by my baboo, to 
form a more particular acquaintance wlcu It. After 
a little wane I and myself in tlie Olnudiii CliowS, 
the principal thoroughfare—a broad, straight street, 
wider than Broadway, aud exactly s mils la length. 
On each side there are long terraces of low houses, 
partmoned'off into little saops. In the centre of the 
street tnere is a causeway, some dozen leet in 
wtdtti, built over a caoal leading from the Jamua, 
which supplies tne people with water. Dntil lately 
t his canal was left open, as ia the time of the Moguls, 
but so many accidenU occurred tarough runaway 
vehicles tumbling into it that it has been covered 
over, and serves now as a patn for foot passengers. 
All along the street there are occasional shade srees, 
a pleasant novelty la an Indian city. 


Old inhabitants say tnot the cnanflln ChowK la 
very different from what it was before tliesreat 
meeting, of which Delhi was the one great centre. 
Tne Great Mogul, only a score short years ago, 
shorn of all power, as he was, Kept up, as well as ne 
was able, the pomp and state of his ancestors, and 
the streets were gay with the elepnanu and re- 
tmnes of the principal members of his household. 
Now, as the Haboo tells me witn a sigh, there are 
no men In Delhi rich enough to maintain elephants 
merely for the rmrpos< of riding them; and, as we 
so along, we meet only a few horsemen, and now 
ana then a buggy or a chariot. The bazaars on each 
side o! the way, however, ana the sidewaiss and the 
causeway are alive, as tuey have been ever since the 
city was founded, and as taey will be so long as 1C 
endures, wnh the same motley, darS-sicinned crowd 
timt has for long centuries made op Hindoo society. 
Tae mass of the people, as I have already 
said, are modified forms 
or the 
Baboo, but 
mere are 
also 
many 
Mussalmans, in whose 
upright carriage aud manly bsanng, the Arab blood 
irom which they spring betrays itself. Tnen there 
are coolies, wnose clothing has been curtailed to a 
couple of handkerchiefs, one round their loins and 
the other round their heads; and companies of 
women coming up from tne sacred river, wnere they 
bare been batumg, and who are now attired mftayly 
colored raiment of blue and green and yellow, and 
aud yet more commonly, perhaps, of tne red clota. 
whicn siguiues that they are bjtrotn°d; and bands 
ol beggars, whose mendicaiicy is inherited aud bas 
all the respectability of a recognized caste. Jn the 
shops Mie~worKers la cloth, the shoeaiasers. the 
image carvers, the goldsmiths and the ivory patntera 
are plyiae their several cralts, and as tttey go on 
with tueir wort thty seeia to be holding :i sort of 
aurhar in tlie ironr. part vt their saops; lor there are 
general'y half a "dozen visitors seated on little mat), 
who pass between eacli utner tue frequenc but 
noisy hubble-bubble, or hootah, and who now 
aud tiien. bat only oecusio'.ially. open tnslr lipn and 
let !a.H ,1 :ew wonu, which are uttered aud received 
witn great gravity. Wnce in a wane, too. prooabiy 
in a bookseller's eiiop. you mav see these profes- 
sional idlers engaged in rending the Koran or saying 
ihelr prayers, 
in the baloouy above These pious 
shops it is not uncommon to notice a local Phryao 
or l.n.15. possibly, if she be exceptionally osaatiinl, a 
Kashmcree. displaying her charms tur ttie fascina- 
tion or such memoers or tne crowd below as mar 
have a few annas (three ceat pieces) to throw m 
Her lap; for t!is "straage woman'1 is here a recoz- 
Qizcd institution, p.-id so lomr as she complies with 
ttie '•Coutagioud Diseases" act she can openly prac- 
tise her caumg. A very large proportion of Ui3 
upper floors of tbe houses in tue Chand'n Chowk 
ai, Iruin wnut tae Baboo aud my owu efcs assure 


m<! in tae occupation of very 'immoral persons 
indeed. 


Knowing tsa tenacity with whlca Oriental peoples 


hold lo t!ie customs of tneir forefathers 1 can eibily 
osiieve a resident gentleman wiio iiaa told me that 
n all essential respects tne Dcilii of ta-day is pretty 
mucli what ths IJeUil of 5t)0 ye-irs ago was also. In, 
130'.', had 1 been in t .e Delhi of that time, I saonl'l 
have seen what 1 BS? now. 'ihe p^op'e would have 
looted and acted as they loufe audlict to-day, and 
the bazaars would have been oi the same lorin and 
displayed ttie same wared, it 1 am only wise enough 
to allow my imumiuba to wore into the scene 
before me a Jew elephants and r<ijalis aud courtiers 
and Sepoy guards, I win witness an exact copy of a 
street scene m Delhi aay time within tlio last Uve 
centuries.

ihsy had surrendered, on the pretence of an at- 
tempted rescue; or perhaps a man from tha country 
is tc'lling how tue well*, of his district were choted 
up with die bodies of Harmless villagers, men, wo- 
men aua children, all alike nacnticed to the tury of 
tae victors. Aud then a Hindoo rises and recalls 
ttiit curious superstition of his race that the English 
are the last incarnation of shiro, tiia destroyer—th^t 
ttiey lira asail-poweruUiorcvll aud na merciless aad, 
as lend of cauaiiig death and snifbring as tnat terri- 
ble deity. 


A number of'torS, narrow, crooked laues lead 


from tlie Chacdia <JUI«TK into tlie other aectiom of 
the city. The houses lu the3? are all appropnated as 
shops, bat the traders wno occupy them naturally 
appeal to a lower class ot the population than tuo;3 
who pay tue higher rents. Of tho Ciiandm Chowfc 
there are ice eatiij-lio.iscs and sweetmeat sliops 
ejjd barbers' saloons and provision stores. Just at 
present, as i iiave statea m previous letters, tnere is 
a inia'ile in Delhi and the grai!i-&ellsrs, fearlul of 
bread riots proDably, spend their profits in distribut- 
ing eacu evcniac alms o:'"grain" and maize among 
the emaciated crowds who gather around their 
duors.

great. Tike uny miiastnous low-caste Hindoo, for 
iiiatauce, the sycs wiio runs oy tue giuree and clears 
t:ic way for us, and you wiit find tiiat he is now 
uuab.e to buy enough food to satisfy his hunger. He 
geis ths regular s>ay of his employment, four rupees 
(two dollars) »er montci, aud his wile, who is in 
a goiu tbreaci i^crury, euras, he says, very nearly as 
much mole. Tiie total income upon which this 
couple aud their three children must be supported 
• is about seven rupees ($3 5S; per mouth, which will 
at present ruies buy about seventy sesrs, or HO 
pounds of com r-ieal. Thai, w less than a pound a 
oay per heati. What wonder if a race, sneering ia 
this way sometimes lot two and taree seasons to- 
Keinai'. chouid be unequal to cope with the we'.l fed 
legloas cf tae iintish army. And all this happens 
ia the rcosl fertile country !u ths world! aorae 
years tl:e Harvest is very good, and if the land wera 
economically guv-erneJ tuj misery that now exists 
would be impossible. BuG every }ear the gov- 
ernment taSei irom the cultivators a land tax 
equal to tiveixtj-ave per cent of a good crop, and

Colonel Skinner, who -was 
at one time the 
political agent of the East India Company at Delhi. 
Colonel SKmuer, from the stories thej tell of him, 
must have beeu a wicted old man, oi that type with 
which "Tae Bengal Tiger" and other farces and 
comedies have made the theatr«-2otug public famil- 
iar. It is noi quite certain whether he married tho 
native woman by whom he'had a son or not; but it 
is quite possible he did so, for he left all his wealth 
to ner child, and in his later days be was pious and 
built the Episcopal church (in which the white resi- 
dents of Delhi still worship) In fulfilment, as a tablet 
in the church declaies, of a vow made while he waa 
lying: wounded on the Held of battle. The present 
"young Slilnuer" is very wealthy, and though ha 
has married a native woman Is in religion a Chris- 
tian. 
But it is time that aometnins is satd about what 
most people come to Delhi to see—its antiquities. 
First aud greatest among these is that wonderful 
Kootub Mluar, which U probably the loftiest column 
in the world. It is some eleven miles from Uellil, 
a fair day's journey in India, bnttha ride is by no 
means aniuteresiiug. Oa either baud, as you go 
along, you pass oy the rums of several of those 
ancient Delois referred to In a orevious part of this 
letter, and perhaps as your eyes glance off tho 
decaying cupola or some ancient tomb they fail on a 
long string of camels, with heavy loads of grain, or 
a huge elephant carrying a burden ot Heaven only 
knows how many bunored seers, or a native plouira 
drawn by a couple of hump-baoted Indian cattle. At 
the stopping puce, where you change horses, yon 
are surrounded with two or three score of bezgars, 
who live in the holes in tiie mud hllis, which you 
occasionally pass. All the way out to the Kootub 
you can never for one moment undine that you are 
anywnere out of the East; and you arrive at the 
Great Minar in tne best frame oi mind possible to 
appreciate a woric of art, purely Oriental In its con- 
ception. The guide nooks will tell you that the Kootub 
Is a column of red sandstone and marble, 260 feet in 
heighc. There are flve IttUe balconies on tne outside 
of the Mlnar. the distance between which diminishes 
in a greater ratio than the decreased 
diameter 


justifies—au ingenious contrivance of the architect 
and which exaggerates the perspective and makes 
The column appear much higher thau it really is. 
From base to summit the K.ootub is elaborately 
adorned with autiags and carvings. From tua base 
So the flrst balcony the perpendicular flutings are 
alternately angular and semi-circular, from tne first 
to the second balcony they are all semi-circaier, and 
from tils second to the third aU angular. TBess first 
tlirea stones are of red sandstone; ttie two upper ones 
are of white marble, inlaid with inscriptions in blaci 
marble. Most of the inscriptions are passages from 
tho 
Koran. But the guide books utterly fall, 
as all mere verbal descriptions must do, in 
giving an adequate description of the effect upon 
ttie mind produced by this wouderfal pillar. It has- 
novf stood for more than six centuries, and with tae 
exception ol a cracK caused oy ligiuumg a few 
years ago it is as fresh and new as when its last 
stoao was laid. It seems, in very fact, tae most 
stupendous Vanding th»t mortal haniJs can erect. 
One can understand"its architect conceiving tae de- 
sign of erecting a 'lower of Babel wh:ca should 
penetrate the heaven above. Of course, St. P.aer's, 
at Home, is a much larger building; but tbe eleaJer- 
ness of the Kootub adjs immensely to tea iinpres- 
siou it creates upon tne mind. 
Kext to tue Kootab comes the Jnmma Jlusjld, the 
great mosque of Delhi, ^aid to bs the most beautuul 
Moslem tetnpte in ths Bait. It is uuilt on a raised 
quadrangular stone platform 450 feet square. On 
three stiles there are colonnades of red sandstone, 
aoa on the fourth stands ths iiiosq-.ie Itself. It 13 of 
white marble, surmounted witn the usual three 
cupolas, aanSed at eaciieud by a tail minaret. The 
Jamina llusjiil is, tneref^re, except m size, but little 
different to the general run of Moslem sanctuaries. 


Of tha other sights of Delhi—the Emperor Huma- 
yoon's tomb. Su'ltur June's tomo, the tomb oi 
Slzam-ood-deea, the tomb oi Jehanara—tuere can bo 
littlo said in a iiewopaper letter. They have been 
described over and over again in most of the de- 
scnptivo worics ou India, and their merits as a 
snow have been greatly exaggerated. In fact, none 
or tne sights of India—not even the woudcilul Tuj, 
at Agra—repay the co-t and discoiulorc of a journey 
irom America, or even Euronti, to view them. A 
traveller in Iniita must Hud his" mam compensation 
lor his cspenUitJre of tlms and mouey lu the interest 
that all ihoughtiul meu must leei m studying closely 
ono of the most curious Eystoias or auuiiin society 
oa tiio lace of the earth.

Tho Persian Gulf is again in n blaze, from one end 


to tho otuer. This was formerly Us chronic state. 
aud so lon£ as the most turnuleni ana lawless races 
In the world, the Bedouin*, hava only the fear 
of 'such a government aa the Sublime Porto and 
Persia befors their eyes to restrain them from 
misciiief, little change for the better can be ex- 
pected- There has now been almost uninterrupted 
quiet oince the lasi revolution in Muscat, almost a 
ye;u' ano. After so long a lull it la but natural that 
there bliouid. bo a severa storm* And ths atorm has 
come. 


The aiost important of these disturbances has 


bceu the saclnug of the town and island of Bahrein, 
which practically eajoys tha advantage of British 
protection. A little over a year aso tho lesal sheiic or 
this place, a wild, untamaDio Arab, named Mo- 
hamed bio. Zliulecfs, was expelUH from tho island. 
ostensibly by the people whom he ruled, but really 
In consequence of a demand made by tha po- 
litical ajcat of tho Biitish government. Colonel 
Peliy, for reparation 'or somo piratical outrages 
npou trading craft under the British fiaff, perpe- 
trated at tlio instigation of the said ilounmed. At 
that time, la fact. Bsthrein was notlimg better than 
a nest of sea banditti, and Colonel Felly. Knowing 
that it would never i>3 anything el=3 so lung as 
Mohaaisd was its ruisr, compelled liio peoplo to 
b.iniah him aad set up his brother, tha Suoli Alt, in 
his place. Ouder Aii aJTalrs have beau compara- 
tively quiet, especially as oa occasional visit from 
Colonel Pel'.y ana asnnboar has reuiiafiea the people 
of tia necessity of beiri jt well behaved. But iiohauea 
has meamvhlla gradually been ga;iwriug together 
a force or wild Bedouins In taa Interior — soldiers 
of fortune, wnoia the Brospact oi '.cot would teaipt 
to aay enterprise, however perilous. He did not of 
course hope to permanently hold Bahrein; ho merely 
expecled to rovease' himself upon his browser, aad 
plunder the inhabitants. Oolonel Peily, who ia re- 
ported to ba by no mesas Hie smartest of men, heard 
noiiiina of these kcstllo preparations, aid ia £tw 
eariy part of last mouth Mohamet!,' hcariaz that no 
Euci-sh steamer, eitihir of. tha naval or commercial 
marine, was in tlio harbor, transported hiuiseil anil 
Ins ae=p=raaoe3 in a Hunt oi Tiungalows over to 
tha isiacid. The rest of las story can be guessed. 
Sheii All made suuis ihow of resistance, bat was 
killed in iho euoDtmter, nad the town was delivered 
over uurassrveily to the tenser nisrcles of theso 
desnerato robbera. Severel ixtluor aheiSa ware also 
siaia. Moat of ths merchants in rho place are Hin- 
floos or Pii-=ee3 (their technical name ia "Bamaaa"), 
and they hive uouolleaa lost their all. The latest 
rumors sirs somewhat contradictory. One say<i that 
& .ally Wiis mada by tho inhabitants under a local 
sheik, and that Molumeci vaa captured and put m 
irons sending tlis arrival of the British gunboat aad 
Coiouel Felly, for whom the luxury or hanging him is 
reserved. This story adds tnat Koiiamed'ij followers 
made the beat of their way back to ths mainland la 
their bangalows, after having suffered hsivy»!osses 
in killed and wooafled. Tiia other rumor simply 
aajs tnat tna arrangements of the banditti for sisip- 
piaE tae plunder to tbo mainland acd transporting 
it from the coist to the inaccessible Interior wa«3 
extremely parfsor, and that the merchant' stores 
had been already emptied. LucSlly thera are two 
English gunboats— tha Sir Hugh Rosa and the Lord 
Clyde— at present la the Gu if, anc! these have already 
bcsu despatched to the scene of the trouble, tojjtiiier 
wim an Hseat or ttw Btuun governmaat, Mr. u. il. 


U almost certainly instigated by Azan bin Gh«e», 
who has Drobably accepted the counsel of Kuleylee. 
Dow, whether the attack; la successful or not. Colonel 
Peily lias got a very pretty cmbroglio to adjust. 
First, tho shah of Persia—whom nothing would 
please more than a c&ance to absorb Muscat in tha 
natural course 01 warfare—will demand reparation 
iromAzan bin Ghees, and it will require skilful 
management to persuade or bully Persia into accept- 
ing a verbal apology for the outrage upon Her vas- 
sal. And theu the British government must in somo 
way punlhh Azan bin Ghees and Kuleylee for danng 
to make a Btrolce lor tueir supposed rights, whlco, 
under the circumstances, is sufficiently difficult. 
,. Worse than all this, we have news tnat the Arabs 
near uagdaa have revolted, and are vigorously fight- 
ing tneir Turkish masters. The details of the dlffl- 
culty canouly be guessed at, but tue disturbance has 
probably grown out of the attempts of the new 
!>acba to introduce various reforms. Only a little 
while ago some European enaineera went up at the 
invitation of the Pacha to survey a railroad to a 
place of pilgrimage near liaidad. Nothing, of 
course, could be more oaenslve to a Bedouin than an 
attempt to bridge any of the deserts, over whicfl he 
alone can at present roam, with a railroad. 
£0 it Is quite clear that, Jor a time at least, there 


wjil bs plenty of lively news from the Gulf. All taa 
Inclan papers are demanding that British guaran- 
tees of peaca and quiet all over the Gulf should be 
given. This would, of course, necessitate the con- 
stant maietonauce of a large fleet as a naval po.ice 
force, and such an arrangement would no doubt 
iail to meet the views of the British taxpaylng pub- 
lic: but as the trade with tne various peoples of the 
Gull is chiefly with India, it is proposed that 
the fleet stiould 
ba paid 
for 
out 
of 
tha 
Indian revenue, and be known as tne "Indian 
Navy." Both Russia and France, however, are 
jealous of Great Britain acquiring any further in- 
nuencs over Persia, and will probably protest louaiy 
against such a measure being carried out. But 
something mast soon be done by somebody for the 
pacification or the Gulf. 
There is but little Indian news this weefc. Cholera 
has ceased in tne Puojab and the northwest pro- 
vinces, bat has moved to the north. Peshawur has 
already suffered severely, no less than 150 Europeans 
and 1000 natives having been carried off in a lew 
days. Tne Ameer, Shere Ali, apprehensive of its 
becoming epidemic in Afghanistan, has issued ad- 
vice to his people as to the best mode of treatment— 
an act of humanity which, probably no native 
Eastern potentate not under European protection 
has ever been guilty of before. 
The famine m Jlajpootana continues to Increase in 
severity. The people arelarzely flying to the Pun- 
jab, but hundreds per weei among those who 
remain are perlshlnz of hunger or lamlae fever. 
There ia ao rai'road through this part of tae country, 
and no means, therefore, of affording relief. Most of 
tha Rajpoot states are atul nominally under native 
government, hot Ajrnere and Malwa, where tae mor- 
tality from starvation has been greatest, is directly 
nDtler the British 
flag.

The native princes are beginning to falsify that 
well known picture of them by Kacaulay, ia which 
they were represented as killing time cnie!!r"by de- 
bauches of cuaasj (Indian hemp or hasheesh) and by 
ths pleasures of the harem, Tho ilaharajah of 
Burdwan, the rkhest landholder iu Bengal, has just 
published a translation mto tae tongne of the com- 
mon people of soaie of the more important Sanscrit 
sacred writings. This translation witi do much for 
tne enlightenment of the lower classes of thecoan- 
&'j, and may possibly also open tne eyes of some of

DELHI, Sept 15,1869. 


Six days ago your correspondent, having rattled 


over tue noble iron bridge which has Seen constructed 
across the a »cr«a river Jumna, was whirled through 
tlie old ion of Seliuigur au J landed on the platform 
of tue Delhi terminus of tlie East Indian Railway. 
He estaolislied himself without delay in the only 
Hotel for Europeans in the city (Kept by a native, 
who rejoices in the name or Bishuuiburnalh), and at 
once conlided himself to the care of a local cice- 
rone, generally known as Baboo Budree Das, a Hin- 
doo of the KBliatrlya caste, who subsists by fasten- 
ing as ituide, interpreter and servant upon passing 
tourists. As the iiaboo may occasionally flaure in 
the next column or two, and as he deserves some 
• special notice, it is as well to give at the outset some 


Idea of -n-hat he is like. 


the Baboo ia the son of a native who was cutler 


to the officers' mess of oce of ihe English regiments, 
and lias enjoyed t_c advent-age of having associated 
from his very earliest years with the dominant 
race. 
He speaks rnglish, therefore, with as 


much Cueacy as hii native tonkas, anil is a fair rep- 
resentative specimen of tbe Hindoo, as he has been 
modified by the influence of his present rulers. 
Physically the Eaboo approaches very nearly tue 
standard type ol the Lis'.i ciW.o nmJoo. Ilalher 
bolow the middle heigut among Europeans, he has a 
well shaped figure, sujiownc.;. loo slender perhaps, 
but otherwise lairiy proportioned. His arms are 
thin and almost destitute of muscle, ana his bauds 
ana feet are icuilnmcly small. liis features are 
regular and clearly cut; he 11:1=3 an aquiuue nose, a 
well formed mouth and lan;e, bncat, buxclc eyes. 
His head is small, bat iho forehead is broad, though

wUlto turban serves linn as a headdress, ana when 
he takes Ms walks abroad, and only then, he slips oa 
his Icct a pair of low shoes, wji'h green colorea 
uppers, and the toes turned up. To wear tlieni in 
any room occupied by a European would be an act of 
gross disrespect, suco as would ensure him a kid: ia 
some tender part of the body from an olllcial Eng- 
lishman, who believes in Keeping "the d 
d nift- 


gers in tlieir place." liis turban, however, lie must 
teep on his uead; to take it oil' would entail a simi- 
lar penalty. 


Such Is iho Baboo as ho appears In his outward 


and visible aspect, and ia anj street ol .Delhi jon 
wlllflnd several thousand duplicate copies of him. 
The Ogute thus drawn is, m fact, the staple human 
element of the place. But it 13 only by careful ob- 
BCrvallOn tbac you DCCOTOO nc<?or,ln*-°a «uli o.o 
Baboo's inner character. 
Intellectually he la ex- 


tremely clever. 
You cannot tailt to him for ten 


minutes without being struck ivith Ilia extent of HIE 
information and the clearness and fluency with 
which be imparts It. Watch mm closely, however, 
aud you will discover that he never veuUros to give 
currency to an Idea ot his own mauuiactare 
upon any subject whatever. He has original Ideas, 
certainly, bat only by me most skilful examination 
can you drag them Iroia mm. To an American, ho 
opeaks will! mere freedom than he would to an Eng- 
lishman, l>ut it is only with fear and trembling that 
no discloses his secret thoughts to aay man with a 
wlilta face. Living nuder a government which ig- 
nores altogether his wishes ami aspirations, aud 
which pnmshas severely any expicssion ol dtscoa- 
teni at even its rou'Jao regulations, n« has asmihed 
tna cervile virtus of laltins a great deal without 
betraying his opinion?. Bat how does iho govern- 
ment punish men for chess impalpable offences, u 
rnav be assed » Nothing is more simple. The Eaboo 
lias a brotlier wEo holds an ulilcial position, and if 
Ha censures the authorities even ia ths mnde.it inaa- 
ner, this brother lose* his poit._- 


In the flrst place, then, the Batoo is by habit and 


necessity a most slciUiu adept in the uselul art or

Such is the Baboo, and such, allowing something for 
(inferences of caste and rank, are the great mass of 
tiie i:0o,(xxi,0i>0 of Uvinc Hindoo.-). There are- few, 
very few among them, whom an Aoglo-Saxoii can 
respect; but mere are still fower wnoui Us can help 
liking, ifhotalres tiie trouble to understand them, 
BO uluailmg u tlieir cuoeriumess and so (po^K ana 
cleur tUeirmteliit'caoe. 


The name ot Deilit (U an Indian city Is very, very 
old, but tue present cuy u tlie ninth tluit has Doruo 
U. Those who oeiieveiu tne tendency of proptiecy 
to fulfil itself may be pleased to hear that a predic- 
tion was made hundreds 6f years ago by a Hindoo 
sago that there should be ten Deinis; tho last of 
which should be built under the rule of a foreign 
nice and that this prediction has exactly come to 
pass. The present city ia certainly only tlio uinta. 
but dnrm<; tlie gieat mutiny a little suburb sprang 
op outsiuo the city wails, wtioao inhabitants «up- 
pned the daily ncocls of tua English besiegmn armj. 
u'hia suburb consists only of a lew rows of bazaars, 
but it ts looked upon by tho natives as the "last of 
tha Dellim." 
The ruins of the eight previous clttea 
extend for ten miles 10 tlio souiu of the present silo, 
yith iv varying breadth of from three to six 1111103, 
Thero is an area of lorty-llvo square miles to tno 
•oath and west covered with tho remains of forts 
Mia t^Biiioa, the vwtjjiw of 


«t««!, «aoh of wnich Baa boon m its time the oenm 
of Indian power and civilization. 
Tho present Beihl was lonnded by the Emperor 
Bnali Johan m tho middle of the eeventoentb cen- 
tury. It Is enclosed by a high wall ol red zrauite, 
with battlements and occasional turrets, and IB five 
and a half miles In circuit. Outside tne wail a deep 
moat 
runs 
very 
nearly 
round 
ttie 
clly. 
There 
are 
twelve gates, 
irtth drawbridges 
over the moat: and lately an opening; bas 
been made through tlie old fort of Sellmgurn 
tor 
tlio passage 
of 
tlio 
railway 
into 
tne 
heart of the city. Viewed from the railroad bridge 
Uelnl has a very imposing appearance, witli Iho tall 
minarets und graceful white marble domes of its 
scores of mosques, with here a pile of uob'.e stone 
buildings aud there a patch of pleasant gre?n 
foliage—the who'e hemmed In by tlie gieat brown 
red wall—while the river Jumna winds through the 
plain. 
Witb this general idea of tlse City of the Great 
Moguls I drive out, accompanied by my baboo, to 
form a more particular acquaintance wlcu It. After 
a little wane I and myself in tlie Olnudiii CliowS, 
the principal thoroughfare—a broad, straight street, 
wider than Broadway, aud exactly s mils la length. 
On each side there are long terraces of low houses, 
partmoned'off into little saops. In the centre of the 
street tnere is a causeway, some dozen leet in 
wtdtti, built over a caoal leading from the Jamua, 
which supplies tne people with water. Dntil lately 
t his canal was left open, as ia the time of the Moguls, 
but so many accidenU occurred tarough runaway 
vehicles tumbling into it that it has been covered 
over, and serves now as a patn for foot passengers. 
All along the street there are occasional shade srees, 
a pleasant novelty la an Indian city. 


Old inhabitants say tnot the cnanflln ChowK la 
very different from what it was before tliesreat 
meeting, of which Delhi was the one great centre. 
Tne Great Mogul, only a score short years ago, 
shorn of all power, as he was, Kept up, as well as ne 
was able, the pomp and state of his ancestors, and 
the streets were gay with the elepnanu and re- 
tmnes of the principal members of his household. 
Now, as the Haboo tells me witn a sigh, there are 
no men In Delhi rich enough to maintain elephants 
merely for the rmrpos< of riding them; and, as we 
so along, we meet only a few horsemen, and now 
ana then a buggy or a chariot. The bazaars on each 
side o! the way, however, ana the sidewaiss and the 
causeway are alive, as tuey have been ever since the 
city was founded, and as taey will be so long as 1C 
endures, wnh the same motley, darS-sicinned crowd 
timt has for long centuries made op Hindoo society. 
Tae mass of the people, as I have already 
said, are modified forms 
or the 
Baboo, but 
mere are 
also 
many 
Mussalmans, in whose 
upright carriage aud manly bsanng, the Arab blood 
irom which they spring betrays itself. Tnen there 
are coolies, wnose clothing has been curtailed to a 
couple of handkerchiefs, one round their loins and 
the other round their heads; and companies of 
women coming up from tne sacred river, wnere they 
bare been batumg, and who are now attired mftayly 
colored raiment of blue and green and yellow, and 
aud yet more commonly, perhaps, of tne red clota. 
whicn siguiues that they are bjtrotn°d; and bands 
ol beggars, whose mendicaiicy is inherited aud bas 
all the respectability of a recognized caste. Jn the 
shops Mie~worKers la cloth, the shoeaiasers. the 
image carvers, the goldsmiths and the ivory patntera 
are plyiae their several cralts, and as tttey go on 
with tueir wort thty seeia to be holding :i sort of 
aurhar in tlie ironr. part vt their saops; lor there are 
general'y half a "dozen visitors seated on little mat), 
who pass between eacli utner tue frequenc but 
noisy hubble-bubble, or hootah, and who now 
aud tiien. bat only oecusio'.ially. open tnslr lipn and 
let !a.H ,1 :ew wonu, which are uttered aud received 
witn great gravity. Wnce in a wane, too. prooabiy 
in a bookseller's eiiop. you mav see these profes- 
sional idlers engaged in rending the Koran or saying 
ihelr prayers, 
in the baloouy above These pious 
shops it is not uncommon to notice a local Phryao 
or l.n.15. possibly, if she be exceptionally osaatiinl, a 
Kashmcree. displaying her charms tur ttie fascina- 
tion or such memoers or tne crowd below as mar 
have a few annas (three ceat pieces) to throw m 
Her lap; for t!is "straage woman'1 is here a recoz- 
Qizcd institution, p.-id so lomr as she complies with 
ttie '•Coutagioud Diseases" act she can openly prac- 
tise her caumg. A very large proportion of Ui3 
upper floors of tbe houses in tue Chand'n Chowk 
ai, Iruin wnut tae Baboo aud my owu efcs assure 


m<! in tae occupation of very 'immoral persons 
indeed. 


Knowing tsa tenacity with whlca Oriental peoples 


hold lo t!ie customs of tneir forefathers 1 can eibily 
osiieve a resident gentleman wiio iiaa told me that 
n all essential respects tne Dcilii of ta-day is pretty 
mucli what ths IJeUil of 5t)0 ye-irs ago was also. In, 
130'.', had 1 been in t .e Delhi of that time, I saonl'l 
have seen what 1 BS? now. 'ihe p^op'e would have 
looted and acted as they loufe audlict to-day, and 
the bazaars would have been oi the same lorin and 
displayed ttie same wared, it 1 am only wise enough 
to allow my imumiuba to wore into the scene 
before me a Jew elephants and r<ijalis aud courtiers 
and Sepoy guards, I win witness an exact copy of a 
street scene m Delhi aay time within tlio last Uve 
centuries. 
ear une end of the Clmndln CiiowK there Is a 
weatber-stramtd stone budding, standing baos irom 
the street, with au archway lu tue centre, through 
waicb one cato.'ics a glimpse of two rows of 
forbiddluu looking butMiux-3. which are now used 
as u LJULICQ station. Tins is tua !.Co;wa!c, a name 
which no. Hindoo can pronounce without; a slmdder. 
The Buboo looses troubled and serious when 1 ast 
linn uliout.it, aud lnt.e by little he tciia iae that in 
mutineers were hangad by i-iie British wiiea tutty 
ro^umea pOFS-*ss;o3 of iho city.

seaflold on each or tw four side^ was adornotl 
with three rows of bodies. Any mad wit U a dart 
lace wno could bo secured was summarily strung 
un, and no !e.J3 than :!,6i)u poor wrctcueb were exe- 
cuted on tins huge aolloivs waring the three months 
that followed uie taKlusc of Delhi. Innocent or 
guilty, actual mutineers or peaceful citisens, ttiere 
was bui-one end lor such unfortunate natives as foil 
into tho clutches or the provost marshal- 
One 
heard but liitle ol these massacres in most eo-called 
Histories ot th2 tireat slutlnv, but they Hvo and 
rankle in tlie munis ol the people most concerned m 
tliem. 1'ass tr.roujlt the city at any hour of tue day 
and you will seo iiere and tnere a group of natives, 
seated in a circm In a shop or unaer o tree, eugasrsd 
m an animated comers.uiou- II you could under- 
stand them you Tronic! find that they are lellmic over 
again ttiat horrible fitory of the Kotwale. or else 
tue.v are norratiUK how the kiog's two sons were 
shot down in cold blood by Major Hodgson, alter 
ihsy had surrendered, on the pretence of an at- 
tempted rescue; or perhaps a man from tha country 
is tc'lling how tue well*, of his district were choted 
up with die bodies of Harmless villagers, men, wo- 
men aua children, all alike nacnticed to the tury of 
tae victors. Aud then a Hindoo rises and recalls 
ttiit curious superstition of his race that the English 
are the last incarnation of shiro, tiia destroyer—th^t 
ttiey lira asail-poweruUiorcvll aud na merciless aad, 
as lend of cauaiiig death and snifbring as tnat terri- 
ble deity. 


A number of'torS, narrow, crooked laues lead 


from tlie Chacdia <JUI«TK into tlie other aectiom of 
the city. The houses lu the3? are all appropnated as 
shops, bat the traders wno occupy them naturally 
appeal to a lower class ot the population than tuo;3 
who pay tue higher rents. Of tho Ciiandm Chowfc 
there are ice eatiij-lio.iscs and sweetmeat sliops 
ejjd barbers' saloons and provision stores. Just at 
present, as i iiave statea m previous letters, tnere is 
a inia'ile in Delhi and the grai!i-&ellsrs, fearlul of 
bread riots proDably, spend their profits in distribut- 
ing eacu evcniac alms o:'"grain" and maize among 
the emaciated crowds who gather around their 
duors.

gives nio wi:en 1 ass him about tiie.-*c masses 
of noisy people, clad in rags, whoss thin laces and 
suuien. giass/ eyes tell only too sadly of the ravenous 
hunger taat "H CLHi^uaiing tlieui by inches. Tcese 
jirok isioa stores, of course, audejvor to affot'l relief 
only to the poor wretciits wiio are In the last stage 
of distress, and tliouBH there are lew deaths, owing 
to tueir bjuuty, Irom starvation, pufo and simple, 
tiie suiRriag amoag all the lower classes is very 
great. Tike uny miiastnous low-caste Hindoo, for 
iiiatauce, the sycs wiio runs oy tue giuree and clears 
t:ic way for us, and you wiit find tiiat he is now 
uuab.e to buy enough food to satisfy his hunger. He 
geis ths regular s>ay of his employment, four rupees 
(two dollars) »er montci, aud his wile, who is in 
a goiu tbreaci i^crury, euras, he says, very nearly as 
much mole. Tiie total income upon which this 
couple aud their three children must be supported 
• is about seven rupees ($3 5S; per mouth, which will 
at present ruies buy about seventy sesrs, or HO 
pounds of com r-ieal. Thai, w less than a pound a 
oay per heati. What wonder if a race, sneering ia 
this way sometimes lot two and taree seasons to- 
Keinai'. chouid be unequal to cope with the we'.l fed 
legloas cf tae iintish army. And all this happens 
ia the rcosl fertile country !u ths world! aorae 
years tl:e Harvest is very good, and if the land wera 
economically guv-erneJ tuj misery that now exists 
would be impossible. BuG every }ear the gov- 
ernment taSei irom the cultivators a land tax 
equal to tiveixtj-ave per cent of a good crop, and 
whether It :s a good or a bad season, the suma tax 
has to be paid, lu good years, thereiore, the grain 
is largely exported from the country to pay arreara 
of taxes, and in bad ye^rs tnere is no reserve m tha 
granaries, and the prices go up to famiuc rates, and 
the peopla are hair-starved. That is how It is tliat 
the gentlemen who come from England to govern 
tha people get such alga salaries, (l.ooj reals or S5UO 
a monia, is but; a low stipend/, while the peonia 
themselves are uuufc in the profounaest depths" of 
poverty 
ami are, it 
ia said, getting 
poor- 
er and 
poorer 
every year. The oiHcial re- 
ports tJ>.at go to Europe speas, of course, very 
hopefully of tho condition of the country, and manv 
who seo AngM-lnSiaus returning home with. largo 
fortunes imagine taat India must be oue or the most 
prosperous and.wealthy countries in the worid. But 
isose who have witnessed tua terrible misery of its 
common paoplo and who remember that horrible 
famine of ons.ia, in 1SG6, fa. wlilcU no less than a 
million of human beings perished of sheer hunger, 
can scarcely holp asiriog, "What will be the ena of 
this laiqm'.oua oppression f" Can it bo possible that 
this immense empire, with, its 200,OOJ,000 of subjects— 
tlie second p>reat conlre of human lla—is forever to 
be mereiy a vast theatre of Inimansuiferlagf 
It IB instructive to usS aoout the better class of 
people whom oue meets iu the streets of Deltii. Who 
Is that "swell native" oa a Una Arab horse, with a 
couple of uniformed Sepoys following after him? 
That, nays tho Buboo, is a son of tho ex-King by a 
coucublao; his uaina Is Prluco Mir.'.a All Uux; ne 
has a pension from the government of two thousand 
rupees (Si.oooj a month and 13 a'ao permitted to live 
in tho old building,

mounted men. That It his Highness tae Kawao 
lAnylice, nabob) Hamad AU Khan, the son of the 
Vizier to tne late King. He U a very rich man, as 
tho government allow him a pension, and have also 
grren him a large estate, flo lives-in ijreat Btyie, 
and mamtalns a numerous narem and three ele- 
phants. Uo lias been thus rewarded becausa he 
Dhowed- the government where the booK was in 
which were inscribed the names of tbe mutineers, 
and also produced in the hour of need some very Im- 
portant papers, which proved the guilt uf the King 
beyond all doubt, wobably you may also meet a 
well dressed, well mounted hall caste.

Colonel Skinner, who -was 
at one time the 
political agent of the East India Company at Delhi. 
Colonel SKmuer, from the stories thej tell of him, 
must have beeu a wicted old man, oi that type with 
which "Tae Bengal Tiger" and other farces and 
comedies have made the theatr«-2otug public famil- 
iar. It is noi quite certain whether he married tho 
native woman by whom he'had a son or not; but it 
is quite possible he did so, for he left all his wealth 
to ner child, and in his later days be was pious and 
built the Episcopal church (in which the white resi- 
dents of Delhi still worship) In fulfilment, as a tablet 
in the church declaies, of a vow made while he waa 
lying: wounded on the Held of battle. The present 
"young Slilnuer" is very wealthy, and though ha 
has married a native woman Is in religion a Chris- 
tian. 
But it is time that aometnins is satd about what 
most people come to Delhi to see—its antiquities. 
First aud greatest among these is that wonderful 
Kootub Mluar, which U probably the loftiest column 
in the world. It is some eleven miles from Uellil, 
a fair day's journey in India, bnttha ride is by no 
means aniuteresiiug. Oa either baud, as you go 
along, you pass oy the rums of several of those 
ancient Delois referred to In a orevious part of this 
letter, and perhaps as your eyes glance off tho 
decaying cupola or some ancient tomb they fail on a 
long string of camels, with heavy loads of grain, or 
a huge elephant carrying a burden ot Heaven only 
knows how many bunored seers, or a native plouira 
drawn by a couple of hump-baoted Indian cattle. At 
the stopping puce, where you change horses, yon 
are surrounded with two or three score of bezgars, 
who live in the holes in tiie mud hllis, which you 
occasionally pass. All the way out to the Kootub 
you can never for one moment undine that you are 
anywnere out of the East; and you arrive at the 
Great Minar in tne best frame oi mind possible to 
appreciate a woric of art, purely Oriental In its con- 
ception. The guide nooks will tell you that the Kootub 
Is a column of red sandstone and marble, 260 feet in 
heighc. There are flve IttUe balconies on tne outside 
of the Mlnar. the distance between which diminishes 
in a greater ratio than the decreased 
diameter 


justifies—au ingenious contrivance of the architect 
and which exaggerates the perspective and makes 
The column appear much higher thau it really is. 
From base to summit the K.ootub is elaborately 
adorned with autiags and carvings. From tua base 
So the flrst balcony the perpendicular flutings are 
alternately angular and semi-circular, from tne first 
to the second balcony they are all semi-circaier, and 
from tils second to the third aU angular. TBess first 
tlirea stones are of red sandstone; ttie two upper ones 
are of white marble, inlaid with inscriptions in blaci 
marble. Most of the inscriptions are passages from 
tho 
Koran. But the guide books utterly fall, 
as all mere verbal descriptions must do, in 
giving an adequate description of the effect upon 
ttie mind produced by this wouderfal pillar. It has- 
novf stood for more than six centuries, and with tae 
exception ol a cracK caused oy ligiuumg a few 
years ago it is as fresh and new as when its last 
stoao was laid. It seems, in very fact, tae most 
stupendous Vanding th»t mortal haniJs can erect. 
One can understand"its architect conceiving tae de- 
sign of erecting a 'lower of Babel wh:ca should 
penetrate the heaven above. Of course, St. P.aer's, 
at Home, is a much larger building; but tbe eleaJer- 
ness of the Kootub adjs immensely to tea iinpres- 
siou it creates upon tne mind. 
Kext to tue Kootab comes the Jnmma Jlusjld, the 
great mosque of Delhi, ^aid to bs the most beautuul 
Moslem tetnpte in ths Bait. It is uuilt on a raised 
quadrangular stone platform 450 feet square. On 
three stiles there are colonnades of red sandstone, 
aoa on the fourth stands ths iiiosq-.ie Itself. It 13 of 
white marble, surmounted witn the usual three 
cupolas, aanSed at eaciieud by a tail minaret. The 
Jamina llusjiil is, tneref^re, except m size, but little 
different to the general run of Moslem sanctuaries. 


Of tha other sights of Delhi—the Emperor Huma- 
yoon's tomb. Su'ltur June's tomo, the tomb oi 
Slzam-ood-deea, the tomb oi Jehanara—tuere can bo 
littlo said in a iiewopaper letter. They have been 
described over and over again in most of the de- 
scnptivo worics ou India, and their merits as a 
snow have been greatly exaggerated. In fact, none 
or tne sights of India—not even the woudcilul Tuj, 
at Agra—repay the co-t and discoiulorc of a journey 
irom America, or even Euronti, to view them. A 
traveller in Iniita must Hud his" mam compensation 
lor his cspenUitJre of tlms and mouey lu the interest 
that all ihoughtiul meu must leei m studying closely 
ono of the most curious Eystoias or auuiiin society 
oa tiio lace of the earth.

Tho Persian Gulf is again in n blaze, from one end 


to tho otuer. This was formerly Us chronic state. 
aud so lon£ as the most turnuleni ana lawless races 
In the world, the Bedouin*, hava only the fear 
of 'such a government aa the Sublime Porto and 
Persia befors their eyes to restrain them from 
misciiief, little change for the better can be ex- 
pected- There has now been almost uninterrupted 
quiet oince the lasi revolution in Muscat, almost a 
ye;u' ano. After so long a lull it la but natural that 
there bliouid. bo a severa storm* And ths atorm has 
come. 


The aiost important of these disturbances has 


bceu the saclnug of the town and island of Bahrein, 
which practically eajoys tha advantage of British 
protection. A little over a year aso tho lesal sheiic or 
this place, a wild, untamaDio Arab, named Mo- 
hamed bio. Zliulecfs, was expelUH from tho island. 
ostensibly by the people whom he ruled, but really 
In consequence of a demand made by tha po- 
litical ajcat of tho Biitish government. Colonel 
Peliy, for reparation 'or somo piratical outrages 
npou trading craft under the British fiaff, perpe- 
trated at tlio instigation of the said ilounmed. At 
that time, la fact. Bsthrein was notlimg better than 
a nest of sea banditti, and Colonel Felly. Knowing 
that it would never i>3 anything el=3 so lung as 
Mohaaisd was its ruisr, compelled liio peoplo to 
b.iniah him aad set up his brother, tha Suoli Alt, in 
his place. Ouder Aii aJTalrs have beau compara- 
tively quiet, especially as oa occasional visit from 
Colonel Pel'.y ana asnnboar has reuiiafiea the people 
of tia necessity of beiri jt well behaved. But iiohauea 
has meamvhlla gradually been ga;iwriug together 
a force or wild Bedouins In taa Interior — soldiers 
of fortune, wnoia the Brospact oi '.cot would teaipt 
to aay enterprise, however perilous. He did not of 
course hope to permanently hold Bahrein; ho merely 
expecled to rovease' himself upon his browser, aad 
plunder the inhabitants. Oolonel Peily, who ia re- 
ported to ba by no mesas Hie smartest of men, heard 
noiiiina of these kcstllo preparations, aid ia £tw 
eariy part of last mouth Mohamet!,' hcariaz that no 
Euci-sh steamer, eitihir of. tha naval or commercial 
marine, was in tlio harbor, transported hiuiseil anil 
Ins ae=p=raaoe3 in a Hunt oi Tiungalows over to 
tha isiacid. The rest of las story can be guessed. 
Sheii All made suuis ihow of resistance, bat was 
killed in iho euoDtmter, nad the town was delivered 
over uurassrveily to the tenser nisrcles of theso 
desnerato robbera. Severel ixtluor aheiSa ware also 
siaia. Moat of ths merchants in rho place are Hin- 
floos or Pii-=ee3 (their technical name ia "Bamaaa"), 
and they hive uouolleaa lost their all. The latest 
rumors sirs somewhat contradictory. One say<i that 
& .ally Wiis mada by tho inhabitants under a local 
sheik, and that Molumeci vaa captured and put m 
irons sending tlis arrival of the British gunboat aad 
Coiouel Felly, for whom the luxury or hanging him is 
reserved. This story adds tnat Koiiamed'ij followers 
made the beat of their way back to ths mainland la 
their bangalows, after having suffered hsivy»!osses 
in killed and wooafled. Tiia other rumor simply 
aajs tnat tna arrangements of the banditti for sisip- 
piaE tae plunder to tbo mainland acd transporting 
it from the coist to the inaccessible Interior wa«3 
extremely parfsor, and that the merchant' stores 
had been already emptied. LucSlly thera are two 
English gunboats— tha Sir Hugh Rosa and the Lord 
Clyde— at present la the Gu if, anc! these have already 
bcsu despatched to the scene of the trouble, tojjtiiier 
wim an Hseat or ttw Btuun governmaat, Mr. u. il. 


U almost certainly instigated by Azan bin Gh«e», 
who has Drobably accepted the counsel of Kuleylee. 
Dow, whether the attack; la successful or not. Colonel 
Peily lias got a very pretty cmbroglio to adjust. 
First, tho shah of Persia—whom nothing would 
please more than a c&ance to absorb Muscat in tha 
natural course 01 warfare—will demand reparation 
iromAzan bin Ghees, and it will require skilful 
management to persuade or bully Persia into accept- 
ing a verbal apology for the outrage upon Her vas- 
sal. And theu the British government must in somo 
way punlhh Azan bin Ghees and Kuleylee for danng 
to make a Btrolce lor tueir supposed rights, whlco, 
under the circumstances, is sufficiently difficult. 
,. Worse than all this, we have news tnat the Arabs 
near uagdaa have revolted, and are vigorously fight- 
ing tneir Turkish masters. The details of the dlffl- 
culty canouly be guessed at, but tue disturbance has 
probably grown out of the attempts of the new 
!>acba to introduce various reforms. Only a little 
while ago some European enaineera went up at the 
invitation of the Pacha to survey a railroad to a 
place of pilgrimage near liaidad. Nothing, of 
course, could be more oaenslve to a Bedouin than an 
attempt to bridge any of the deserts, over whicfl he 
alone can at present roam, with a railroad. 
£0 it Is quite clear that, Jor a time at least, there 


wjil bs plenty of lively news from the Gulf. All taa 
Inclan papers are demanding that British guaran- 
tees of peaca and quiet all over the Gulf should be 
given. This would, of course, necessitate the con- 
stant maietonauce of a large fleet as a naval po.ice 
force, and such an arrangement would no doubt 
iail to meet the views of the British taxpaylng pub- 
lic: but as the trade with tne various peoples of the 
Gull is chiefly with India, it is proposed that 
the fleet stiould 
ba paid 
for 
out 
of 
tha 
Indian revenue, and be known as tne "Indian 
Navy." Both Russia and France, however, are 
jealous of Great Britain acquiring any further in- 
nuencs over Persia, and will probably protest louaiy 
against such a measure being carried out. But 
something mast soon be done by somebody for the 
pacification or the Gulf. 
There is but little Indian news this weefc. Cholera 
has ceased in tne Puojab and the northwest pro- 
vinces, bat has moved to the north. Peshawur has 
already suffered severely, no less than 150 Europeans 
and 1000 natives having been carried off in a lew 
days. Tne Ameer, Shere Ali, apprehensive of its 
becoming epidemic in Afghanistan, has issued ad- 
vice to his people as to the best mode of treatment— 
an act of humanity which, probably no native 
Eastern potentate not under European protection 
has ever been guilty of before. 
The famine m Jlajpootana continues to Increase in 
severity. The people arelarzely flying to the Pun- 
jab, but hundreds per weei among those who 
remain are perlshlnz of hunger or lamlae fever. 
There ia ao rai'road through this part of tae country, 
and no means, therefore, of affording relief. Most of 
tha Rajpoot states are atul nominally under native 
government, hot Ajrnere and Malwa, where tae mor- 
tality from starvation has been greatest, is directly 
nDtler the British 
flag.

The native princes are beginning to falsify that 
well known picture of them by Kacaulay, ia which 
they were represented as killing time cnie!!r"by de- 
bauches of cuaasj (Indian hemp or hasheesh) and by 
ths pleasures of the harem, Tho ilaharajah of 
Burdwan, the rkhest landholder iu Bengal, has just 
published a translation mto tae tongne of the com- 
mon people of soaie of the more important Sanscrit 
sacred writings. This translation witi do much for 
tne enlightenment of the lower classes of thecoan- 
&'j, and may possibly also open tne eyes of some of

Commodore Edwin Hieglns, of thai CuDan navy, 


law in command of the Hornet, with F. J. McJfultft 
Burgeon of the same vessel, arrived nere jes> 
terday from Wilmington, K. C. The Commodora 
is a flne loosing man, of about Dfij-five years ot 
age, medium height, well built, with, a larg« 
ronnd head, thinly covered with gray ha». H« 
has a mild, good natared expression of conn, 
tenance, an eye large, bnt not particularly brik 
llant, and au aquiline nose, considerably bent to on« 
side, as IT it had received a severe visitation from 
some antagonist in a prize flght. Setting oft ths 
whole is a gray mustache, which, with, hia hat* 
mates the Commodore looK a much older man than 
he really is. So person meeting nim for the first 
time would taSe him for the commander of a prlva. 
teer. Indeed, he denies that the Hornet was In anj 
sense a privateer. He insists that she was a rega» 
larly commissioned man-of-war belonsias to tb« 
Cuban republic. The Commodore's whole bearing 
and general appearance impress jon -with the Idea 
that he is a man ot coolness, darlns and plnct% 
which he unquestionably is, or he won:d hardly hava 
ventured, at his time of life, on suea a Sazardowl 
business as ths command of taa Hornot, "While h* 
naturally regrets the capture of his ship he seems to 
tase his bad mc£ with thattindof philosophy whlca 
says.

As he will act in accordance with public senti- 
ment, probably he may deem it important to 
ascertain what the views of the representatives 
of the people are before he decides upon the 
course he will talca in his message on the 
Cuban question. 


But we are not left iu the dark entirely as to

To suppose that the 
President would now, after the Cubans have 
heroically maintained the struggle, and that 
With belter prospects of success, abandon the 
object he had in view and the Cuban cause, is 
unreasonnble, and would imply a degree of 
imbecility and vacillation on the part of the 
administration which, is not consistent with 
ihs character of General Grant and which the 
American people canaol believe. Throughout 
his history and public career General Grant 
has shown that he entertains broad national 
views oa all questions 
pertaining to the 


progress and perpetuation of republican free- 
dom on American soil and to progress an.<J 
grandeur of his own country. 
This was seen 


in his bold proposition to march an army across 
the Rio Grande iind drive the foreign imperial 
intruders from our sister republic of Mexico. 
In fact, he has shSwn the same broadly national 
sentiment and fearlessness on every occasion 
when republican institutions oa American soil 
and the progress and grandeur of our country 
were in question. 


How, 
then, caa we believe that the Presi- 


dent will ignore Cuba in his message to Con- 
gress, or that he will abandon the cause of 
ihe Cubans, after all that he has said and the 
effort ha has made to secure their indepen- 
dence? To be silent about Cuba when the 
public mind is full of the subject and in ex- 
pectation of a definite policy being declared 
would be acting like the foolish and timid 
ostrich, which hides its head under the sand 
without considering that its whole body is ex- 
posed to view. The Cuban question is too 
prominent and too popular a one to be ignored, 
and we do not think there is Spanish influence 
enough at Washington to blind the President 
to this fact 
At all events, it is certain 


neither the people nor their representatives in 
Congress will ignore it. 
AB to the sympathy 


of the American peoplo-with the Cubans there 
can be no doubt. It exists iu every section 
and among all classes, except, perhaps, with 
Mr. Stunner, who thinks of nothing but his 
speech on the Alabama claims, and who would 


j sacrifice the liberties of any people for the 


fancied glory connected with that, or with the 
exception, possibly, of a few copperhead poli- 
ticians and weak old fogies, who would fence 


the United States to prevent any further 


expansion or progress. But the question of 
Cuba is not one of sympathy only, despotic 
and cruel as the Spanish government of the 
island is, and much as the American people 
may desiro to see tho Cubans free, but impor- 
tant American interests, principles and progress 
are inrolyeU.

view, the present is the most opportune time 
for tho acquisition of Cuba, for settling a ques- 
tion which has long occupied the public inind, 
for extending and strengthening republican 
institutions on this side the Atlantic, for ful- 
filling our national destiny in the absorption 
of contiguous American territory, for prac- 
tically carrying out tho Monros doctrine, and 
for increasing tho grandeur, power and com- 
merce of the republic. 
With such objects in 


view and such motives for action there is not 
a great nation iu the world that would not 
have made tho independence of Cuba a fact 
long before this. England, France, Russia, 
Prussia, Austria sind even Spain herself would 
have studied only their own interests, progress 
and aggrandizement in such a case. We need 
not cite examples in history—in what is occur- 
ring constantly with the great nations of tlie 
world—to show the policy all pursue. Every 
one is familiar with the facts. 
Will our gov- 


ernment and statesmen comprehend the broad 
American policy that is required of them, the 
destiny of the republic, and the aspirations of 
the people? That is the question. 
Cuba is 


pre-eminently a case involving these great 
national considerations, and we must soon 
know whether the government can compre- 
hend its opportunity and duty or not.

Tbo Verdict In tho WoiiRlim Murder Cogfe 


We must again condemn to public reproba- 


tion tho unrighteous verdict of an imbcbile or 
corrupt jury shamelessly justifying the mur- 
der on the 29th ult. of Archibald Douglas, by 
Special Deputy Sheriff Thomas Jackson. 
The 


jury considered that Jackson used tho pistol 
wilh which the fatal wound was inflicted "par- 
tially in self-defence." But Mr. Spencer truly 
averred in behalf of the prosecution that there 
was nothing whatever in the evidence adduced 
during the inquest to justify such a verdict, 
and there is no excuse for it whatever. He 
even was constrained to add, "In all ray prac- 
tice for years in criminal courts I never saw 
or heard of a clearer case of murder in the 
first degree than is this one In which Jackson 
is ihe defendant. His victim was endeavoring 
to escape when he was shot, and Jackson was 
in no danger whatever." 
Mr. Spencer might 


well ask, "What are we coming to in this city 
when such verdicts are to bo tolerated?" 
While it will be seen by the full report which 
we published yesterday of this extraordinary 
inquest that Mr. Spencer disclaimed accusing 
Coroner Flynn of having "packed the jury," 
the insolence and hot haste with which officer 
Haley repelled beforehand any charge of being 
guilty of such a crime looks suspicious, to say 
the least of it. Things have come to a pretty 
pass, indeed, when to Haley's threat that if 
this should be insinuated he "will trounce" 
Mr. Spencer, the latter felt obliged to reply, 
"I know very well you might kill me aud 
nothing could be done to you for it."

it is high time for the public to protest indig- 
nantly against the verdicts of juries selected 
for political partisanship and seeking to cover 
up the most atrocious crimes when committed 
in the midst of political agitation.

Should he die, he «njoys, it is to be hoped, a 
much more hopeful chance of a happy eter- 
nity, and, should he recover, his reconcilia- 
tion with the Sovereign Pontiff and the 
Catholic world may have a very important 
and direct bearing and influence on the de- 
liberations and decisions of the Ecumenical 
Council in Rome.

Pious Presbyterian. 


We bare the secret at last of the seizure of 


tho Cuban steamer Hornet at Wilmington. 
The story ia from tho Captain's own lips as 
told to our Washington correspondent, and 
may, therefore, be relied upon. It demolishes 
the suspicions that the Hornet was taken into 
"Wilmington with any view to treachery, and 
shows that the reason why sho did not get safely 
to sea was owing to the religious scruples of a 
pious Presbyterian whose conscience would 
uot allow him to sell coal on Sunday. Captain 
Higgins states that upon reaching Montaulf 
Point from Halifax his coal was nearly- 
exhausted, only six: days' stock being loft, but 
having found means to communicate with the 
shore he obtained a schooner load of one 
hundred and sixty tons of a miserable article, 
half of which was slate. 
It seoms that the 


parties who furnished it did not examine the 
quality of the article, but took it at a venture. 
The chief engineer reported that it would be 
impossible to pursue the voyage under theso 
circumstances, whereupon Captain Iliggins, 
expecting to meet a Spanish man-of-war, and 
knowing that he could neither fight nor make 
a good run away, hailed a pilot off Cape Fear, 
who took the ship into Wilmington, where, he 
said, there was plenty of coal to be had. 
And 


so there was; but as it happened to be Sun- 
day morning when the officers sent to negotiate* 
for the coal reached Wilmington, the pious 
Presbyterian who owned it refused to sell or 
deliver until Mouday. Meantime the United 
States authorities got wind of the fact that the 
suspicious Cuban privateer was lying at Smith- 
ville, thirty miles below the city, and pro- 
ceeding there at once, they seized her, as ia 
known. 


The grief of the Hornet was that she did 


uot run into some British port. She would 
have found no coal venders there too pious to 
sell a few hundred tons on Sunday. The crust 
of Puritan conscience would have been broken 
by the certainty of a good profit. 
So it may 


turn out after all that it is not BO much to the 
delay of President Grant or the timidity of 
Secretary Fish the failure of the Cuban cause 
may be attributed—if it should fail for want of 
a naval vessel on the high seas—as to the 
unelastic conscience of au old, pious North. 
Carolina Presbyterian coal dealer. Thus ia 
the romance of the Hornet'8 cruiso reduced to 
a very prosy fact, from all which we infer that 
"pious Presbyterians" are sometimes in the 
way.

plainly shows the 
high-handed 
measures 


adopted by the Spanish officials to bolster up 
then- waning causo in the Ever Faithful Isle. 
Without sufficient reason, and acting under the 
belief that Mr. Koppera was tho author of some 
letters which appeared in the HKBAI.D, he was 
arrested on the eve of a public holiday and 
kept in solitary confinement for two days, and 
denied even the privilege of making known 
his situation to either the American or English 
consuls. Here we have an evidence of the 
beauties of Spanish rule in Cuba. No sense 
of justice, right or decency seems to be pos- 
sessed by these insolent Spaniards, 
The 


slightest independence, if that independence 
is contrary to their views, is considered a 
crime in its possessor and is punished as 
such. 
This overbearing spirit is the most 


prominent characteristic of the race for centu- 
ries. In the case of Mr. Koppers we think: 
they have • overshot the mark. Mr. Koppers 
is a British subject. 
He has entered a protest 


against the treatment he has been subjected 
to and placed his complaint in tho hands of 
the British Consul in Havana, who has for- 
warded it to Earl Clarendon, the British Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs in London, strongly 
endorsed. As the English government has 
always evinced a lively interest in its sub- 
jects, no matter in what part of the world they 
may reside, there is little reason to doubt that 
Spain will be compelled to pay for the insolence 
of her Cuban officials in this matter the £3,000 
sterling at which Mr. Koppers sets hia dam- 
ages.

Boar Admiral Cburlca Stewart. 


At a quarter-past three o'clock yesterday after- 


noon tills aisHofralaneil naval officer died at his 
residence m Bordentown, N. J., m tbe iimetjr- 
second year of hl3 age. He was born lii (Ue city of 
Philadelphia, ontho26taof July. 1778, several weeks 
Bubaenuent to tbe evacuation of the British forces. 
Hla parents were from Ireland, his rather being 
a aeaman. 
Although In rather slender circum- 


stances, they succeeded In giving the boy a lair 
education until he wag thirteen yeara of ago, when 
he was eent to sea as a cabin boy, Irom which 
he rapidly 
roae to 
the 
position of captain 


m 
the 
merchant 
marine. 
On 
tho 
oth of 


March, 
1798, 
ho entered 
the service of the 


United States as a lieutenant. 
His services 


to the republic wore signal, adding to tho glory of 
her renown and HnKlng his name tmperlatmbly to 
her history. The first event which distinguished his 
career occurred some six years after his entrance 
into the service. 
Aa- Commander of the brig 


Siren he participated in the celebrated bombard- 
ment of Tripoli on the 3d of August, 1804, and re- 
ceived the praise of Decatur for his gallantry on that. 
occasion. It should also be stated that during the 
autumn of 1800, wnlle in command of one schooner 
Experiment, he fought and captured the French 
schooner Two Friends, after a brier engagement, 
without losing a man. 


The gallantry and skill exhibited by the deceased 


before Tripoli was rewarded with the rank of master 
commandant, and in 1806 he was further promoted by 
being commissioned captain. In 1812 he was placed 
in command of tlie frigate Constitution, and during 
the year following, though closely pressed Dy the Brit- 
ish fleet, succeeded in oiuOiagthe enemy and bring- 
ing his ship safely to Norfolk. Subsequently he put to 
sea on a cruise, which was barren of result until the 
20th of February, 1815, when sailing northwest to- 
ward Cape St. Vincent. On the evening of this 
dnj the constitution fell m with the British ships 
Cyaae and Levant, and, although they were vastly 
superior to the irigate, Captain Stewart promptly 
attacked them. A severe engagement In the moon- 
light, lasting three hours, took place, at the end of 
which both vessels of tne enemy struck their colors 
and surrendered, having been badly damaged and 
losing seventy-seven men in killed and wounded. 
The Constitution was but little Injured, BO admirably 
was she managed. Her loss was but three killed 
and twelve wounded. 


The news of this glorious feat was received with 


the wildest manifestations of joy by the people of 
the United States. On the return home of Captain 
Stewart numerous honors were paid him. TDe Com- 
mon Council of New York gave him the freedom of 
the city In a gold box and dined himself and 
MB officers. The State of Pennsylvania presented 
him with a gold anted sword and officially thanked 
him for tho victory. Congr&sa also voted him the 
tnanka of the nation, together with a gold medal 
commemorative of his exploit, which was, undoubt- 
edly, one of tne most brilliant in our naval history. 


In 1816 Captain Stewart was in command of the 
rrlgate Franklin, which conveyed the Hon. Richard 
Bush, American Minister, to Buziand. He continued 
in active service for over a quarter of a century 
later, his last cruise exoirmg in 1843. Since then ne 
had Deen on' snore duty, most of the time on the 
reserved list. On the 16th of July, 1862, he was 
commissioned a rear admiral. In tnls brier article 
we cannot detail all tlie events winch marked the 
eventful career or the deceased officer. He was one 
or the heroes of a republic which must evec con- 
tinue ereat and glorious so long as she possesses 
such sons. 
, 


The funeral of Admiral Stewart will take place in 


Philadelphia on Wednesday next. 


Oliver Bascont. 


A toiesram from Whlteaall announces the death 


of Oliver Bascom, Canal Commissioner, in that 
place, at an early hour yesterday morning. He was 
born in Vermont during the year 1815, bat while a 
boy of ten years moved, with his parents, to Wash- 
ington county, in this state, where he ever after 
resided. For a number of years he was engaged m 
the transportation and forwarding business, nis firm 
being known as Bascom, Vaughn A Co. Their busi- 
ness was quite extensive, ana was finally merged 
into the Northern Transportation Company, 
of 


wnich tho deceasedEJwas secretary and treasurer 
until 1862, when he retired for the purpose or maltm" 
a trip to California. Thanks to Mr. Bascom's busi- 
ness sagacity the company achieved marked suc- 
cess, its dividends being annually laree. After 
returning from California he engaged m farming 
and in the lumber trade, in both of which pursuits 
he was very succesalul. 


From the time ho attained his majority to his 


death Mr. Bascom was, in politics, acuiwisteut demo- 
crat. It is slated of him that when Ue moved to White- 
hall to live that town contained but fitly democrats 
out of -WO voters. In 1851 and 1852 lie broke through 
the whig majority-he being eloctcd Supervisor. 
After the war broke out. 1m efforts succeeded in 
making Whitehall a democratic town, which it lias 
been ever since, to 1383 ami 186+ he was again 
elected Supervisor anil during the rebellion was 
«.!tn>rii»UH *tl lim frmiinicruu tiiii.o 
sum or money sufficient to obtain 
which lo till the quota or thu town.

Reported Strike nf Brak«men on the Freight

A report became current m Jersey City yesterday 


alternoon that the entire body of brakemcn em- 
ployed on the Ireigut trains of the eastern division 
of the Erie Railway struck on Saturday night. The 
cause or tne strike is saia to have been In conse- 
quence of tlie discharge of three of the brakemenon 
Friday ana substituting in their places three men 
not belonging to their organization. The braxemen 
held a meeting at Port Jervis and demanded the 
immediate restoration of the three discharged men 
to their situations. The company declined to accede 
to the demand, and the consequence was that on 
Saturday evening the men held another meeting, 
when a strike was resolved upon, to take ea'ect at 
once. As

came 
into Port Jervis 
the brakemen engagea in running them were notified 
of the action taken and at once left off work, in con- 
sequence of which nearly the entire amount of the 
freight thac was being moved over the road la now 
standing upon the track at Fort Jervis. No freight 
trains arrived or departed from Jersey city yes- 
terday.

Boar Admiral Cburlca Stewart. 


At a quarter-past three o'clock yesterday after- 


noon tills aisHofralaneil naval officer died at his 
residence m Bordentown, N. J., m tbe iimetjr- 
second year of hl3 age. He was born lii (Ue city of 
Philadelphia, ontho26taof July. 1778, several weeks 
Bubaenuent to tbe evacuation of the British forces. 
Hla parents were from Ireland, his rather being 
a aeaman. 
Although In rather slender circum- 


stances, they succeeded In giving the boy a lair 
education until he wag thirteen yeara of ago, when 
he was eent to sea as a cabin boy, Irom which 
he rapidly 
roae to 
the 
position of captain 


m 
the 
merchant 
marine. 
On 
tho 
oth of 


March, 
1798, 
ho entered 
the service of the 


United States as a lieutenant. 
His services 


to the republic wore signal, adding to tho glory of 
her renown and HnKlng his name tmperlatmbly to 
her history. The first event which distinguished his 
career occurred some six years after his entrance 
into the service. 
Aa- Commander of the brig 


Siren he participated in the celebrated bombard- 
ment of Tripoli on the 3d of August, 1804, and re- 
ceived the praise of Decatur for his gallantry on that. 
occasion. It should also be stated that during the 
autumn of 1800, wnlle in command of one schooner 
Experiment, he fought and captured the French 
schooner Two Friends, after a brier engagement, 
without losing a man. 


The gallantry and skill exhibited by the deceased 


before Tripoli was rewarded with the rank of master 
commandant, and in 1806 he was further promoted by 
being commissioned captain. In 1812 he was placed 
in command of tlie frigate Constitution, and during 
the year following, though closely pressed Dy the Brit- 
ish fleet, succeeded in oiuOiagthe enemy and bring- 
ing his ship safely to Norfolk. Subsequently he put to 
sea on a cruise, which was barren of result until the 
20th of February, 1815, when sailing northwest to- 
ward Cape St. Vincent. On the evening of this 
dnj the constitution fell m with the British ships 
Cyaae and Levant, and, although they were vastly 
superior to the irigate, Captain Stewart promptly 
attacked them. A severe engagement In the moon- 
light, lasting three hours, took place, at the end of 
which both vessels of tne enemy struck their colors 
and surrendered, having been badly damaged and 
losing seventy-seven men in killed and wounded. 
The Constitution was but little Injured, BO admirably 
was she managed. Her loss was but three killed 
and twelve wounded. 


The news of this glorious feat was received with 


the wildest manifestations of joy by the people of 
the United States. On the return home of Captain 
Stewart numerous honors were paid him. TDe Com- 
mon Council of New York gave him the freedom of 
the city In a gold box and dined himself and 
MB officers. The State of Pennsylvania presented 
him with a gold anted sword and officially thanked 
him for tho victory. Congr&sa also voted him the 
tnanka of the nation, together with a gold medal 
commemorative of his exploit, which was, undoubt- 
edly, one of tne most brilliant in our naval history. 


In 1816 Captain Stewart was in command of the 
rrlgate Franklin, which conveyed the Hon. Richard 
Bush, American Minister, to Buziand. He continued 
in active service for over a quarter of a century 
later, his last cruise exoirmg in 1843. Since then ne 
had Deen on' snore duty, most of the time on the 
reserved list. On the 16th of July, 1862, he was 
commissioned a rear admiral. In tnls brier article 
we cannot detail all tlie events winch marked the 
eventful career or the deceased officer. He was one 
or the heroes of a republic which must evec con- 
tinue ereat and glorious so long as she possesses 
such sons. 
, 


The funeral of Admiral Stewart will take place in 


Philadelphia on Wednesday next. 


Oliver Bascont. 


A toiesram from Whlteaall announces the death 


of Oliver Bascom, Canal Commissioner, in that 
place, at an early hour yesterday morning. He was 
born in Vermont during the year 1815, bat while a 
boy of ten years moved, with his parents, to Wash- 
ington county, in this state, where he ever after 
resided. For a number of years he was engaged m 
the transportation and forwarding business, nis firm 
being known as Bascom, Vaughn A Co. Their busi- 
ness was quite extensive, ana was finally merged 
into the Northern Transportation Company, 
of 


wnich tho deceasedEJwas secretary and treasurer 
until 1862, when he retired for the purpose or maltm" 
a trip to California. Thanks to Mr. Bascom's busi- 
ness sagacity the company achieved marked suc- 
cess, its dividends being annually laree. After 
returning from California he engaged m farming 
and in the lumber trade, in both of which pursuits 
he was very succesalul. 


From the time ho attained his majority to his 


death Mr. Bascom was, in politics, acuiwisteut demo- 
crat. It is slated of him that when Ue moved to White- 
hall to live that town contained but fitly democrats 
out of -WO voters. In 1851 and 1852 lie broke through 
the whig majority-he being eloctcd Supervisor. 
After the war broke out. 1m efforts succeeded in 
making Whitehall a democratic town, which it lias 
been ever since, to 1383 ami 186+ he was again 
elected Supervisor anil during the rebellion was 
«.!tn>rii»UH *tl lim frmiinicruu tiiii.o 
sum or money sufficient to obtain 
which lo till the quota or thu town.

A report became current m Jersey City yesterday 


alternoon that the entire body of brakemcn em- 
ployed on the Ireigut trains of the eastern division 
of the Erie Railway struck on Saturday night. The 
cause or tne strike is saia to have been In conse- 
quence of tlie discharge of three of the brakemenon 
Friday ana substituting in their places three men 
not belonging to their organization. The braxemen 
held a meeting at Port Jervis and demanded the 
immediate restoration of the three discharged men 
to their situations. The company declined to accede 
to the demand, and the consequence was that on 
Saturday evening the men held another meeting, 
when a strike was resolved upon, to take ea'ect at 
once. As

into Port Jervis 
the brakemen engagea in running them were notified 
of the action taken and at once left off work, in con- 
sequence of which nearly the entire amount of the 
freight thac was being moved over the road la now 
standing upon the track at Fort Jervis. No freight 
trains arrived or departed from Jersey city yes- 
terday.

The Consul is very goou authority, but still I am in- 
clined to thipk he daa been misled, and cannot belleva 
that tlie number amounts to that figure, 1'erchant* 
in the city say taere were about 1.530 killed; others 
reduce the number to 1.200 and even 1,000. lint from 
officers of tiie statf I have heard it stated that their 
losses ".mounted to Irom o;o to 703 men Killed, bo. 
sides 2,000 wounded, many aanjerously, with buS 
slight chaacos of life. As for the republicans, they 
stated it as tbcir firm belief that thero could noJ 
have been less than 300 Killed, probably 400; but thoy 
were almost sure that accounts of m.-.re than soft 
dead insuraents Bad been verified by strict lnvea:i« 
gation, that ;oo were known 10 have bean barieaj 
but as uiaaT were inferred m tue collars of tue housed 
it was difficult to givo an accurate list.

Iho marKet; for they had bousht gold to deiive 
Which the "bulls" were unable to buy from them 
The' lowest point touched on the last day of th< 
corner was 132i;, which is therefore the starting 
point of the present decline. A few sbrewd ope 
rators, foreseeing the edect or such a condition o 
affairs, sold for a further decline, and have there- 
lore rallied the market by stages as it went down 
Tne,short Interest at the presant time is not large 
tor among merchants and business men who have 
condncted transactions on a basis of gold at 130 
end above it Is difficult to dissipate the Impression 
Jhat gold is cheap at the prices of tho week, and 
Hence there was a great deal or burins, under which 
the price reactad to 127;^, and then fall to ]20,^ ai 
the close. The rates paid Wr cnrrjrmpr gold have been

• that, while it has taken days and weeKs to "ham 
, toer" the price down a tew per cent a day, perhaps 
en hoar has sufficed to undo all the wore of the 
""bears" and restore a strons upward tendency. How- 
ever, the time for any decided upward movement m 
gold may reasonably bo regarrisd as gone by. The 
increasing prosperity of the country, the reduction 
of the national debt, the growth of population and 
the spread of tne field lor the use of the paper cur 
Wncy of the government all contribute ta elevate the 
value of the jrreeabicS aad reduce the premium on 
gold. It would not be difficult to prove, we think, 
that we are so enhancing in national wealth as to be 
able to Improve oar credit at the ratio of eight to 
Sen per cent per annum.

JAOKSONIASS AND FELLOW CITIZENS :—It is not to 
be wondered ac that men who have fought as hard 
aud faithlully as you ha veto achieve a victory snouid 
deiight ia a pub.lc demonstration to show mat you 
have won It. You are among tne live yoans men of 
New YorK. You have worked to redeem Sie btate 
from the rule of the party which has been so long all 
powerful in it. I congratulate you on the victory 
which yon have won, and wii;ch secures noc only all 
the State oRlcers but botli branches of the Legisla- 
ture. (Cheers.) The radical hues have been broken 
all through the t>tate. 
General demoralization 
seems to have overcome them. I trust that tney will 
submit gracefully to their late ana await tne lasae. 
(Applause.)
